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Lexington, Ky.,/ April 18.—A big mass 
meeting was held here tonight by the ad- 
vocates of free gilver. The meeting is the 
first of the kmd in the state and sen- 
sational chargés were miade upon the hon- 
esty and integrity of Secretary Carlisle, 
who is looked upon as being a probable 
cartdidate for the United States senate to 
succeed Joe Blackburn. The meeting was 
for the purpose of organizinz a bimetallic 
club, but the establishment of the club 
Was deferred and the time consumed in 
discussing the financial question. 

Mr. Carlisle and President Cleveland 
were roundly denounced by democrats and 
republicans. Mr. Carlisie’s utterances re- 
garding the demonetization of silver in 
1873 were read and compared with the 
policy he is alleged to be pursuing now. 
One speaker declared ‘“‘he got something 
for this, and you can guess what that 
something was.” He was warmly ap- 
plauded.

GOLD MEETING IN BALTIMORE. 


Congressman Patterson of Tennessee 
Addresses Them. 


Baltimore, Md., April 18.—Several hun- 
dred representative business men met in 
the rooms of the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers’ Association today to listen to argu- 
ments in favor of “sound money.’’ Cen- 
gressman Josiah Patterson, of Tennessee, 
addressed the gathering and urged that 
Baltimore be ably represented at the sound 
avrre; sanmvention to be held in Memphis 
On May 23d. In the course of his speech 
Judge Patterson -said: 

“The people of the south are the most 
conservative. They believe in a 16 to 1 
ratio simply because their fathers did so. 
What we need is the propaganda of sound 
ideas and I believe that they will meet 
with the right response from the southern 
people. That its the country where the 
campaign is to be made. The south and 
the west united have eighteen majority in 
the senate of the United States. The lat- 
ter is so immediately interested in silver 
that it would be of no avail to work 
there, but in the former good results may 
be obtained. Jones and Stewart, of Ne- 
Vada, a state which has not as large a 
population as my congressional district, 
are the financial leaders at Wasnington. 
There is no hope for sound financial legis- 
lation as long as these conditions exist. 
The far western states have a ‘irect in- 
terest in the silver mines and when the 
situation is placed before the south by 
men in whom its people have confidence 
there will be a revolution of sentiment. 

“This is the biggest question that has 
arisen within a quarter of a century and 
thé business community must be active if 
it would preserve the integrity of com- 
merce. So I request Baltimore to send a 
sound and numerous delegation to Mem- 
phis. Returning prosperity, better times 
and better prices will greatly aid us in 
this work, and in 1896 we will see a marked 
revolution throughout the southern 
states.” 

Mr. Patterson said that 
lisle had promised to be present at the 
- convention and will make an address. 

Congressman John K. Cowen, of Mary- 
land, and William T. Dixon, president of 
the Merchants and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, also spoke. The latter assured 
Mr. Patterson that the various commercial 
bodies of the city would take up the mat- 
ter and send delegations to Memphis. 


MOVING THE BULLION AWAY. 


Carson City Mint Will Have Nothing 
to Work With. 


Washington, April 18.—Mint Director Pres- 
ton nas ordered the removal to the San 
Francisco mint of $530,000 of gold bullion 
and $130,000 of silver bullion now at the Care 
gon City, Nev., mint. Some $600,000 of unre- 
fined silver not at the Carson City mint 
will be subsequently removed to San Fran- 
cisco. This removal of the bullion from 
the Carson City mint practically completes 
the dismantling of that mint, which, in 
fact, has only recently been used for as- 
Say purposes. 

Mr. Mason, the government expert in- 
spector who discovered the shortage, will 
remain at Carson City for several weeks 
yet, and will then proceed to make an ex- 
amination of the San Francisco, Cal., mint.

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RENEWING ITS NOTE. 


Receiver McNulta Asks the Court for 
Authority To BodSrow Money. 

Chicago, Ill., April 18.—Receiver McNulta, 
of the whisky trust, petitioned Judge 
Showalter, this morning, for authority to 
borrow $359,000 and renew a note for $50,000. 
The judge granted the necessary order, In 
his petition the receiver sets forth that at 
the time the whisky trust went into the 
hands of the receivers there was not suffi- 
cient working capital to conduct the busi- 
ness. They secured authority to make a 
note for $50,000 for sixty days, which he now 
wishes to*renew. He says that it will re- 
quire during the next sixty days, an aver- 
age of $13,000 a day to conduct the business 
of the trust, The receipts are barely suffi- 
cient to pay the cost of production, and 
the demand for goods is light; that the 
heavy sales are generally made between 
July and January of each yéar, but it is 
necessary to produce goods during the dull 
season. 

The order allowing the receiver to bor- 
row money was obtained at the request of 
the reorganization committee. The plan 
of reorganization provides for an addi- 
tional working capital of $1,400,000. That 
amount will be raised from the bonds of 
the new company. The entire issue has al- 
ready been sold, the amount being paya- 
ble in four installments. Two of the in- 
stallments, or $700,000, have been paid in 
and the other two are payable respectively 
next Monday and the week thereafter. 
The organization committee will advance 
to the receiver the money which he has 
been authorized to borrow upon the fur- 
nishing of securities therefor. The com- 
mittee is thus carrying out the plan of 
furnishing the working capital. 

Receiver McNulta this afternoon gave 
out a statement to the effect that the $0,- 
000 he hopes to renew is held by the Ger- 
man American bank of Peoria. He fur- 
ther states that since he has been receiver 
he has borrowed $30,009, and $25,000 of that 
amount was returned within six days after 
the date of borrowing. He also calls at- 
tention to the fact that the amount he 
has been authorized to borrow is just one 
third of the amount which. ex-President 
Greenhut had. estimated would be nec- 
essary. 

The new directors of the company will 
hold a meeting in Chicago Saturday morn- 
ing next for the election of officers and 
transaction of business. 


SHEFFIELD’S FURNACES. 


ought by Pennsylva- 
a People. 

Baltimore, Md., April 18.—In its weekly 
review of the industrial and railroad in- 
terests of the south The Manufacturers’ 
Record reports a number of important @n- 
terprises an@ some considerable invest- 
ments in southern properties. by outside 
people. Contracts have been let by the 
Old Dominion Corstruction Company, of 
New York, for the building of forty miles 
of the Chesapeake and Western railroad, 
from Rockingham, Va., west toward the 
coal fields of West Virginia. The entire 
property of the Alabama Iron and Railway 
Company, of Sheffield, Ala., including the 
three furnaces, with a daily capacity of 
500 tons of pig iron, 70,000 acres of mineral 
lands, and in addition to this some large 
tracts of coal land and a coking plant, 
have been purchased by Pennsylvania peo- 
ple. The furnaces, which have been idle 
since shortly after their construction in 
1889, will, it is said, be immediately put 
Into operation and the entire property 
worked on a large scale. The new com- 
pany will be known as the Sheffield Coal, 
Iron and Steel Company. The original cost 
of this property was over $1,500,000. <A 
26,000-acre tract of farm land has been pur- 
chased in Texas by Dakota people, and it 
is expected that several thousand Dakota 
farmers will be located on it within-~the 
next year or two. 

Among other matters reported were a 
$100,000 cotton compress company, $50,000 
cotton seed oil mill, $10,000 ice company, 
$20,000 electric light company and three 
large compresses in Texas; $19,000 wire 
works, $20,000 electric light plant, and 
waterworks in Tennessee; $25,000 paint 
works, $100,000 waterworks and rice mill in 
Florida; $20,000 bridge, $200,000 electric plant 
and $50,000 cotton mill company in Ala- 
bama; two or three cotton mill companies 
under organization in North and in South 
Carolina; $15,000 furniture factory, $16,000 
ice manufacturing company and a forty- 
barrel flour miil in North Carolina. 

A large number of new buildings was 
reported, including $50,000 courthouse in 
North Carolina, three hotels in Atlanta, 
$100,000 courthouse, $40,000 courthouse, $30,- 
000 college building and a number of other 
miscellaneous large buildings in other sec- 
tions of the south.

MR. HIDDEN HAS RETURNED. 
He Went to England To Make Im- 
portant Contracts. 

Newark, N. J., April 18.—William E. Hid- 
den, of this city, who returned from Lon- 
don on the Bucania last Saturday, went 
abread on March 6th to complete con- 
tracts for North Carolina. These interests 
were capitalized while Mr. Hidden was in 
London for $200,000 and a company was 
formed, called the Piedmont Mineral Com- 
pany, limited, of London. Mr. Hidden was 
made director of the company and was ap- 
pointed the American manager tio have full 
charge of the company’s property and in- 
terests in this country. 

Mr. Hidden said to a reporter today that 
the new company owns 2,600 acres of valu- 
able mineral lands in the mountains of 
North Carolina, and also owns all the 
mineral rights in another tract of 1,000 
The principal mineral to be mined 
is gold, rich deposits of which exist on 


one tract which is situated east of Ashe- 


ville. 

Another valuable mineral is monazite, 
which contains thorium, a material used 
in producing the § incandescent gaslight 
now being introduced in Newark. This 
mineral exists in large quantities on the 
company’s property. Mr. Hidden goes to 
North Carolina next Sunday. 


Heavy Philadelphia Assignment. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 18.—Sevill Scho- 
field & Sons, woolen manufacturers, of 
Manayunk, today assigned to Joseph de F. 
Junkin. The deed conveys the Economy 
mills and twenty-three other pieces of real 
estate in Manayunk, Roxborough and other 
suburbs of Philadelphia. The assignment 
is made by Sevill Schofield and wife, Sevill 
Schofield, Jr., and J. Dobson Schofield, indi- 
vidually, and trading as Sevill Schofield & 
Sons. The assets and liabilities and cause 
of the failure are not yet known. The em- 
ployes of the mill to the number of 500, 
out of a total of 2,000 hands, went on a 
strike Tuesday, after demanding an in- 
crease in wages of 15 per cent, which re- 
quest was denied.

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DEMOCRATS HOLD ON 


Penitentiary Directors Refuse to Give 
Up Their Offices, 


FUSIONISTS GET INTO THE PRISON 


State Treasurer Worth Says He Will 
;Not Pay Warraats. 


HE CAN BE MADE TO PAY BILLS 


Republican Speaker of the House 
Admits Thatthe Democrats Are 
in the Right.

Raleigh, N. C., April 18.—(Special. )—Early 
this rinse the democratic board of pen- 
itentiary directors resumed their session. 
At noon a committee of three of the fusidn- 
ist board headed by Henry Dockery .and 
accompanied by one of their attorneys, 
went out to the penitentiary and were ad- 
mitted. They made a demand that the 
democrats give them possession at once, 
and when this was refused they served no- 
tice of contest and then departed. All the 
fusionist board who were here, and there 
were eight out of the nine of them, re- 
turned home this afternoon. Their case 
in court is through W. H. Kitchen, whom 
they have elected supervisor and general 
agent, against Augustus Leazer, who is 
the democratic superintendent. 

Kitchen is a populist and very distastefal 
to many republicans upon whom he was 
forced by the populists in the legislature. 
He pledged himself to exactly divide all 
the subordinate offices between the repub- 
licans and populists. He thinks he will 
get the office, but some of his board have 
no such hopes, and one declined to attend 
its session, saying he was sure its election 
was illegal for the lack of a legislative 
quorum. The case may come up in court 
next week if Leazar’s lawyers are ready. 
Otherwise it may be delayed six months. 

State Treasurer Worth, who is a populist, 
announced that he will pay no more war- 
rants drawn by Leazar which are dated 
after yesterday. He contends that the 
old management ceased yesterday and that 
Leazar has no authority, and says he in- 
tends to recognize no one until the courts 
decide. But the democrats will draw the 
treasurer’s claws. The democratic board is 
the de facto board and the supreme court 
has by repeated decisions shown that the 
acts of such boards are legal. So, by. man- 
damus, Worth will be forced to pay the 
warrants as usual. <All this matter is 
making a great stir in the state. The 
democrats are determined and know they 
have the law on their side. Even the re- 
publican speaker of the house admits as 
much. 

Charlies L. Pettigrew, representing the 
Atlanta exposition, called ‘on_Governor 
Carr today and the latter promised all the 
aid possible while deeply deploring the 
failure of the legislature to provide for a 
State exhibit. 

An Attempt at Suicide. 

B. W. Huffman, a wealthy owner of much 
stock in the Alliance cotton mill, attempted 
suicide at his home, at Big Falls, by shoot- 
ing himself in the breast three times. He 
had locked himself in his room. His fam- 
ily heard the shots, burst open the door 
and found him seated on his bed, cutting 
his throat with a pocket knife. His death 
is expected. He had loaned money to sev- 
eral persons and failure to collect this af- 
fected his mind suddenly. 


HARTRIDGE RETAINS THE SEAT. 


End of the Contest in Duval County, 
Florida. 


Tallahassee, Fla,, April 18.—In_ the 
Fictcher-liartridge contest todzy the cen- 
ate confirmed the right of John E. Har- 
tridge, the sitting member, to the scat by 
a vote of 26 to 38. The contest came up 
from Duval county. In the election last 
October the democratic party in Lvval 
was split into two factions—-ine regvlars 
and reformers. Hartridge was the candi- 
date of the regulars for the senute and 
Fietcher of the reformers. Lae tegutars 
had control of the machinery ai.a named 
all the inspectors of elections from threir 
faction. Therefore, Fletcher claimed that 
fraud was intended and placed armed men 
in the polling booths to watch the pols. 

Thereupon the inspectors closed the pells 
in four of the most populous wsrds cf 
Jacksonville and no election was hela. A 
riot was nearly provoked and the gov- 
ernor ordered the militia under artas. Her- 
tridge received a majority of the votes 
cast in the wards where an «¢lection was 
held and was given a certificate as sena- 
tor. Fletcher contested, ciaiming that 
the closing of the polis in the four wards 
invalidated the election, The seiate, by 
its vote, refused to sustain tlis cc1ten- 
tion and declared the election legal in spite 
of the fact that fully 2,500 voters were dis- 
franchised by the closing ¢f tie pulls in 
the four wards. 


FOUR SENATORS AROSE 


To Deny the Statements Made by New 
York Newspapers. 

Albany, N. Y,, April %8.—siortly efter 
the session of the senate opened this mcin- 
ing four senators rose to a question cf spe- 
cial privilege to deny statements made by 
some of the New York newspapers recfict- 
ing upon their integrity in connection with 
their vote on the Lexow police wi.ls and 
the New York firemen’s bill, (purges 
were contained in newspaper stories that 
the votes of Senators Coggeshall, Kys.ies 
and Robertson had been influenced by 
financial consideration. It was sad that 
$45,000 had been used to secure favorable 
action on the firemen's bill, and the 1rews- 
paper making the charge intim:ced that 
the three senators named hadi trec.ised at 
least a portion of it. All three cf the 
senators were greatly excited today by the 
article in question, and Senator Raines 
telegraphed his lawyer In New Yok to in- 
vestigate the charges and -nstitute pro- 
ceedings for libel. The senator ¢lso said 
that he would demand an investigation on 
behalf of himself and the »pther two sena- 
tors. . He introduced a resolution reciting 
the charges and asking for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five memb ?4rs, em- 
powered to send for persons and papecs and 
to thoroughly investigate the charges. It 
was adopted.

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LARGE FIRE THIS MORNING. 


Dreydoppel Sons’ Soap Factory in 
Philadelphia Damaged. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 19.—3 a. m.—At 
about 1:20 o’clock this morning fire broke 
out in the third story of the Wilson-Sass 
Bakery Company, at Nos. 210-214 North 
Front street, and quickly spread through- 
out the building and to seven small dwell- 
ings in the rear. The big bakery building 
Wus totally destroyed and the occupants of 
the dwelling houses were taken out with 
difficulty by the firemem, but, as far as 
known, no one was inj@red. . 

The fire spread south to No. 208 iNorth 
Front street, occupied by the Dreydoppel 
soap works, and the entire bicek bounded 
by Front, Vine and Secon@ streets is threat- 
ened with destruction. 

The rear portion of the soap factory was 
completely gutted, but here the’ firemen 
succeeded in confining the flames, and at 
2:45 o’clock this morning the fire is practic- 
ally under control. Three firemen were 
buried under the falling walis, but they 
were quickly dug out and hurried to the 
hospital, so that it is impossible to learn 
at the scene how badly they were hurt. 
Even an approximate of the loss of the fire 
cannot be given, as theré is no one on the 
ground who seems to have any know:edge 
of the amount of the Geapuction done. 
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SEARCHING ros DURANT’S CLOTHES 


Officers 
Bloody Garments. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 18.—The police 
now incline to the belief that Durant, af- 
ter the murder of Miss Williams, went di- 
rectly home, changed his clothes and buried 
those he had worn before going to Dr. Vo- 
gei’s house, They say it would not have 
taken him more than five or six minutes to 
get to -his house, and they think this of- 
fers the most plausible explanation of the 
mysterious disappearance of the bloody 
clothes. 

The police have searched not only the 
church, but every place where it seemed to 
them there was the slightest likelihood of 
the garments being concealed, To that 
end a thorough search of the Durant home 
Was made, but without success, 

The prisoner was more cheerful today 
than at any time since his arrest. He be- 
lieves that the police have exhausted all 
their efforts to fasten the two revolting 
church murders upo. him, and that, though 
the facts uncarthed are damaging, they are 
not suflicient to convict, The announcement 
that the searching of the churcn had been 
completed and that the hue and cry was 
growing less noisy seemed to soothe his 
feelings, and the further assurance that 
his companions of the National Guard 
would help to defend him against tne 
charges which he will have to face made 
him hopeful. 


PROTEST OF THE MINISTERS 


Against the Passage of the Racing 
Bill of New York’s Legisiature. 

Albany, N.. Y., April 18.—Stmultaneously 
with the favorable report of the WPercy- 
Gray racing bill in the senate today, a tele- 
gram was received by President Saxton, 
signed by the officers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal conference, now .in, session in New 
York; protesting against. the passage of the 
bill. The bill as presented by the judiciary 
committee does not include the amendments 
proposed by the Coney Island Jockey Club 
after its passage by the assembly, The 
committee also reported the Wilds’ anti- 
pool selling bill with an amendment exempt- 
ing from police interference the officials of 
the race course who do not officially sanc- 
tion betting. The amendment is intended 
to relieve race track officials of responsi- 
bility for any betting between friends and 
private betting in which they have no in- 
terest. 

A supplemental bill was also reported pro- 
viding that the state tax on the proceeds 
of racing be levied upon the gross receipts 
instead of the gross earnings, 

The bill wiil be called up in the senate 
early next week and will probably be 
passed. 


BELMONT-VANDERBILT. 
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A Cablegram Ansouncing an Import- 
ant Society Event. 

New York, .April 18.—The Morning 
Journal today says that Mrs. Willie K. 
Vanderbilt and Mr. Oliver Hazard Perry 
Belmont will probably be. married today, 
the ceremony taking place somewhere in 
the environs of- London. The Morning 
Journal’s information on this point is very 
direct. Its souree is a cablegram to a 
prominent clubman. From the tenor of the 
dispatch it would appear that Mrs. Van-

They Are Not in London. 

London, April 18.—Nothing can be learned 
as to the origin of a rumor yesterday that 
Mrs. Alva Vanderbilt, recently divorced 
from her husband, William Kk. Vander- 
bilt, and O. H. P. Belmont, of New York, 
were to be married secretly in London to- 
day, but there is net the slightest evi- 
dence of its truth. Mr. Belmont left Lon- 
don for Paris a week ago and Mrs, Vander- 
bilt went to the continent about March 
25th. It cannot be discovered that either 
of them is now in London. 


ODD GROUNDS FOR A DIVORCE. 


Hill Charges His Wife with Having 
Him Whipped by Whitecaps. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 18.—(Special.)}—A 
peculiar bill for divorce was filed in the 
chancery court here today by J. W. D. 
Hill, who asks separation from his wife 
and the custody of his four children, They 
were married in 1881, and up to three years 
ago they lived in Sevier county. He says 
in his bill that he was whipped by the 
whitecaps of Sevier county, in 1892, for 
reasons that were false and unfounded, and 
he believes that the kindred of his wife in- 
cited the brutal treatment he received, One 
day, while the respondent was in a fit of 
anger, and before the complainant was 
whitecapped, she said to him “she would 
have him fixed.’ Shortly after that Hil! 
was whipped and dragged from his house 
by masked men. A second time she threat- 
ened him, and he believes she was cognizant 
of the fact that he was to be whitecapped, 
and that, if she did not participate actively 
in bringing it about, she knew through her 
relatives that he was to be whitecapped, 
and connived at it by keeping it secret and 
saying nothing to him about it. 


Advance in Iron and Steel Shectis. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 18.—At a -meeting 
of the Sheet Iron and Steel Manufacturers’ 
Association held here yesterday a new 
schedule of prices was made to cover the 
increased cost of raw materials. Secreta- 
ry Jarrett, in explanation of the action 
taken said: ‘‘Prices have been generally 
demoralized, and it was the desire of the 
manufacturers to secure a more uniform 
rate, To this end a &light advance was 
made to meet the advance in raw material, 
which will not exceed one- -tenth of a cent 
on iron and steel sheets,”

Nore but the Leaders Are £xempted 
from the Amnesty:-—-An Explosion 
at Santiago de Cuba. 


Santiago de Cuba, April 18.—(From the 
Staff Correspondent of the United Press.)— 
General Martinez de Campos has sailed on 
the warship Villa Verde for Manzanillo. 

An accidental explosion in the Grande bar- 
racks today killed Juan Castilla and wound- 
ed seven artillerymen. The explosion oc- 
curred while the soldiers were cooking their 
dinner. A package of gunpowder or a 
bomb was left too near the fire and was ig- 
nited. 

Before sailing for Manzanillo General 
Campos issued a proclamation to the peo- 
ple of Cuba, declaring the strict enforce- 
ment of military law and calling upon all 
citizens to show their obedience and loyalty, 
A special proclamation was addressed to the 
people of the province of Santiago de Cuba. 
It says that the troops will be held to the 
strictest discipline and will not disturb 
peaceful citizens, It offers pardon to all in- 
Surgents except the leaders, While not 
threatening to punish those who sel] or 
send provisions to the insurgents, General 
Campos demands that every citizen shall 
report to the Treguiar troops the where- 
abouts of any insurgents as far as he may 
know them, He reiterates his well-known 
opinion as to the advisability of the re- 
forms, recently approved by the Spanish 
cortes, and promises that the changes shall 
be made as soon as practicable. A dispatch 
from Havana says that Dupuy de Lome, 
the new Spanish minister to the United 
States, arrived there today and will sail for 
New York on Saturday. 

Spanish Officers for Cuba. 

Havana, April 18.—Generals Suarez: Val- 
dez and Echague, with eleven hundred reg- 
ular troops, who came from Spain with 
Martinez Campos, arrived at Gibara, a 
Seaport one hundred miles east of Puerto 
Principe, at noon today. ‘They were en- 
thusiastically received by the people. 
General Valdez is well acquainted with the 
locality and its inhabitants. 


DOES NOT ACCEPT IT. 


Great Britain Adheres To Her De- 
mand Upon Nicaragua. 

New York, April 19.—A morning paper 
prints a private cable dispatch from Lon- 
don, giving the following reply sent yes- 
terday by the British government to Nica- 
ragua: 

“London, April 18, 1895.—To the Foreign 
Minister of Nicaragua, at Managua: I 
have had the honor to receive your excel- 
lency’s telegram of the lith instant. My 
note was delivered to Senor Barrios on 
the 26th of February, with the request 
that a copy be forwarded to your excel- 
lency by mail of March 2d. Her majesty’s 
government cannot be responsible for the 
delay in your receiving it. Your counter 
proposal has been considered and I regret 
it cannot be accepted. Her majesty's gov- 
ernment cannot admit there is any doubt 
as to the rights of the British subjects 
and must adhere to the demands in my 
previous note. KIMBERLY.” 


FIRED ON BY A BRITISH CRUISER. 


It Is Reported That 1 the Barnstable 
Was Boarded by British Officers. 
New York., April 18.—A special cable dis- 

patch to The Herald from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, says that a strange report hes been 
received there, It is said that the steam- 
er Barnstable, from Boston, for Wort An- 
tonio, was fired on, off Grand Inague, by 
the British cruiser Canada. It is said that 
the Barnstablé stopped and was boarded 
by British officers. No reason was given 
for this action and none of the Cetails 
has been received.

FACRE. 


French Police w atehing All the 
Ports for Anarcaists. 

Paris, April 18.—The Petit Journal de- 
clares that the anarchists have arranged to 
make an attempt to assassinate President 
Faure on the occasion of his vis# to Havre. 
The paper asserts that twenty-two men are 
engaged in the conspiracy and that one of 
the number—a deserter from the French 
army of the type of Caserio Santo, assassin 
of President Carnot—has left London for 
the purpose of carrying out the part assign- 
ed to him, that of the actual assassin, The 
police are ignorant of the route the men 
will take and are watching all French ports, 

Faure Cheered. 

Havre, April 18,—President Faure drove 
from his villa to the ‘subpre‘2ctuare this 
morning amid the cheers of the cro'vds of 
citizens who lined the route. At the eub- 
prefecture the president received the kcal 
and government officials and foreign ccn- 
suls.

CHINO-JAPANESE TREATY.

Washington, April 18.—The Japanese le- 
gation was officially notified this morning 
from the foreign office, at Tokio, that a 
treaty of peace between China and Japan 
was signed at Shimonoseki yesterday.

The minister says information was 
sent to him confidentially, and that it would 
be a breach of trust to discuss the matter 
until the treaty has been formally agreed 
to, and the legation notified.

ORDERED THE SUIT DROPPED. 


Carlisle Stops the Prosecution o? the 
Western Bank Note Company. 

Washington, April 18. —Secretary Carlisle 
has directed that the prosecution against 
the Western Bank Note Company, of Chi- 
cago, for printing Mississippi state war- 
rants, be discontinued. This action is taken 
upon the recommendation of United States 
District Attorney John C. Black, concurred 
in by Attorney General Olney, and from 
the further fact that the company has 
discontinued the printing of the warrants. 
The bank note company, it is stipulated, 
will have to pay the costs. Some months 
ago the state of Mississippi undertook to 
issue warrants that passed as money. The 
money was seized by Secret Service Chief 
Hazen and Governor Stone and other state 
Officials were arrested for violating the law 
which restricts to the United States the 
authority to issue money or to sanction its 
use. The state authorities resisted this cc n- 
tention and then the government turned its 
attention to those who were printing the 
warrants. There are several suits now 
pending in St. Louis, Mo.; Cincinnati, O., 
and Jackson, Miss., arising out of this 
case, both against the state officials and 
those who printed the warrants and passed 
them. All of these cases will now probably 
be dropped. 


STAMP COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED 


Chicago and St. Louis Officers Nab 
the Two-Cent Manufacturers. 

Cincinnati, O,, April 18.—George Morri- 
son, the leader of the postage stamp coun- 
terfeiters, was arrested yesterday afier- 
noon by two government officers trom Chi- 
cago. The fellow had called ust ih2 post- 
office for letters addressed to him and was 
arrested by the officers as soon as che de- 
livery clerk handed the mail over. ‘The 
arrest was kept quiet in order to capture 
the four remaining leaders of the gang. 
Morrison has been chased all «ver sthe 
United States and Canada ever since the 
discovery of the counterfeit of the red 
two-cent stamp, :

He replied that he was and that he had 
been predicting earthquakes far fifteen 
years. “I also predict the weather, I have 
foretold floods and they have always trans- 
pired. I know when tornadoes are coming. 
I was the only man that predicted the big 
blizzard of 1888. 

“I give out tickets, you know, to persons 
who want them; that is, I write slips, telling 
when there is to be an earthquake or a big 
storm. 

“Do your predictions ever fail?’’ 

“Never. I have just predicted a famine 
for this summer. It may be in only one 
State, and it may be general. But, that there 
will be a famiine, you may rest assured,” 

_ When asked how he predicted, Mr. Gress 
said that there are planets that wander 
away and are not heard of for years, and 
when they come wandering back they 
cause trouble.

The 
genuine silver men, who make up the large 
number of both the great national parties, 
do not desire silver monometallism, but 


they do demand that we get away from gold 


monometalliism, which the owners of money 
throughout the world have fastened upon 
us. | am glad Mr. Cleveland has come out 
squarely for the gold standard It simpli- 
fies matters. 

“The people want more money and they 
Want good money. The only safe way to 
get it is through the restoration of silver. 
I have no doubt about the success of the 
silver cause It is gaining ground every 
day, and the more the subject is discussed 
the stronger the cause grows.” 

In speaking of the action of the Illinois 
democratic state central committee in call- 
ing a state convention to discuss the silver 
question, Senator DuBois said: 

“There is not a state in this whole sec- 
tion of the country in which the democrats 
—and republicans also—would not express 
themselves in favor of the free coinage of 
silver if they were given the opportunity. 
lf the republican state central committee 
of Illinois should call such a convention it 
would commit itself for free silver. Ever 
since the demonetization of silver the peo 
ple have been struggling to have it re- 
stored. Promises of legislation to that end 
have been made, but the gold worshipers 
have defeated every effort to restore it to 
its rightful place. All money must be re- 
deemable. There is not enough gold to re- 
deem the currency required by such a na- 
tion as the United States. Silver and gold 
tegether form a safe basis for currency, 
When they were both used as a basis there 
was plenty of good money The value of 
the silver product is about equal to that of 
the gold product, and when silver was 
struck down one-half of the money basis 
of the world was destroyed. As a conse- 
quence, all values went down. Restore sil- 
ver and the value of all products and of 
labor will rise. The demand for the re- 


“demption of $100,000,000 of greenbacks and 


outstanding money obligations would bank- 
rupt the government tomorrow. From the 
beginning to the middle of the present cen- 
tury the world’s supply of silver was about 
82 to 1 of gold. It was only 18 to 1 when 
silver was demonetized, and it was about 
the same when the Sherman act was re- 
pealed. What you add to the world’s 
amount of money by the remonetizing of 
silver really affects the world’s finances but 
little, yet it is of vast importance to the 
people of the United States. In conclusion, 
I will frankly admit my belief that if the 
democratic party adopts a free silver plank 
with a strong candidate and the republican 
party does not the democratic party will

She mentioned that 
evenings were now and then devoted to 
music and art, In ‘the matter of the elec- 
tion of members, it was stated that the 
slightest objection to a proposed new mem- 
ber made by any lady stopped proceedings 
in that line. 

Mrs. Weikel, of New Decatur, gave some 
data about the club at that place. The club 
does not advocate women’s suffrage, al- 
though Mrs. C. J, Hildreth,, who igs a mem- 
ber and a bright one, is an advocate of 
that cause, The club leaves all such ques- 
tions with the individual members, Several 
artists are in the body. These ladies gut 
up a very creditable exhibition of their 
work and sent it to the world’s-fair, receiv- 
ing many compliments in return. 

Mrs, Hildreth indorsed what had been 
said, especially with reference to female 
suffrage. 

Miss Katherine Holley, of Selma, gave 
an account of the origin and doings of the 
Selma club, It was organized in December, 
1890, with twelve members, Its object is to 
cultivate a taste for reading. The course of 
Study is mapped out for the year, No out- 
line was laid down this year. Once a month 
current topics form the subject of discus- 
sion. There are no rules as to the qualifi- 
cations of members, paying the initiation 
fee, etc., usually sufficing for membership.

Charleston, 8S. C., April 18.—Several days 
ago a letter written by Mrs. R, C. Mather. 
principal of the Mather Industrial school 
for colored youths, was published in The 
New York Evening. Post and New York 
Tribune, representing that the colored peo- 
ple on the South Carolina sea islands were 
suffering greatly for the lack of food and 
c/othing. They were represented in a starv- 
ing condition, and a most urgent appeal 
was made to the charitably disposed north- 
ern people for assistance. The matter was 
referred to Colonel T. G. White, corre- 
spondent of The News and Courier, for in- 
yesUigation. Colonel White writes: 

“I cannot, under the circumstances, allow 
these statements and appeals for help to 
SY unchallenged, and must say that any 
lurtner attempt to extort more. charity 
from the big-hearted people who may be 
Cpen to such appeals, would be an imposi- 
Lion upon their benevolence, as no unusual 
UsSLTESS eCXISTS. 

““Lrue it is that the past winter was an 
exceplionally trying one, and more so0.in 
comparison to the winter that preceded it, 
whieh even the Red Cross, which received 
tons and tons of clothing for distribution, 
niust have thought it necessary to distrib- 
ute bul a very small portion of the goods 
they received among the beneficiaries for 
whom they were intended, and that by far 
the greater bulk of warmer and more com- 
fortable clothing was, after being sorted, 
replaced and reshipped to their farm and 
establishment in Michigan. I am quite 
positive that there is not and cannot be 
any Starvation or undue suffering among 
them attributable to the remete effect af 
the August cyclone, the traces of which 
are now almost obliterated. I guarantee 
that there ts rar TesS déstitution and suf- 
fering in the genial climate of this section, 
either for want of food or deficiency of 
clothing, than can be found in the frigid 
north and. northwest among the working 
classes. 

‘To be sure, there is great depression in 
all branches of labor and employment here 
as elsewhere, but the wonderful resources 
of this mild and genial climate and gen- 
erous and prolific soil are proof against any 
such extravagant statements of squalor, 
starvation and want as are attempted to be 
depicted by these writers, who, having

considerations to prompt them in 
holding on to the teat that afforded so 
much of the milk of human kindness, the 
quality of which being strained would 
bring cream to the’ top, but leave only 
clabber at the bottom of the bowl.”

NO DOUBT FELT AS TO THE RESULT

Those who fevered the free coin- 
age of silver and understood the theory 
from the beginning have not failed to in- 
struct the masses. On the other hand, those 
who have advocated the single gold stan- 
dard have not failed to try ¢o impress the 
people that free coinage is wrong, although 
they have not advanced a single argument 
to prove it. 

“During al! this time the people have been 
doing some thinking for themselves, They 
have come to the conclusion that no solid 
and permanent prosperity can come without 
giving gold and silver an equal chance at 
the mint. The goldbugs were at first inclin- 
ed to ignore the question. They told the 
people that relief would come from tempor- 
ary expedients, such as issuing bonds, and 
that the country would get settled down to 
business under the single gold standard and 
all would be well. Now, the goldbugs have 
found that they must face the question 
fairly, President Cleveland, before whom 
all the goldbugs bow. has said that tne 
line is clearly drawn and must be met. Sil- 
ver men should, therefore, go on record and 
settle the question, Why wait for further 
discussion and further suspense?

J. J. Amason Fired First and Killed 
the Negro Burglar. 

Macon, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—County 
Commissioher J. J. Amason shot and killed 
a negro man this afternvon at 3 o’clock 
who had been systematically burglarizing 
dwellings and smokehouses. The killing 
occurred five miles from Macon and two 
miles this side of Amason’s house. The 
negro had committed several depredations 
and Amason and others went in search of 
him. 

Amason had a shot gun. Suddenly he 
came upon the negro standing near a tree. 
The negro had a shotgun and a side of 
meat he had stolen. Amason/ordered him 
to throw up his hands and surrender. In- 
stead of doing so the negro raised his gun 
to shoot, but Amason was quicker on the 
trigger and fired his gun first. The entire 
load struck the negro just above the eyes, 
neariy blowing the top of his head off. He 
dropped to the ground dead. 

Aimasoun sent his son to town to notify 
the coroner, Amason is about sixty years 
old and one of the best-known and most 
highly esteemed men in Bibb. He is a pros- 
perous planter, has been county commis- 
sioner and road commissioner many vears. 
Had he not fired as quickly as he did he 
would have been killed by the negro.

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TROUBLE AT COAL CREEK.

ATTACKING THE WATERMELON. 


A Small Black Bug Said To Be Hurting 
the Crop.

HE ADVERTISED IN THE REGULAR WAY 


This Is Contrary to the Ethics of the Pro- 
fession~—An Attaok Made on the 
State Insane Asylum. 


Savannah, Ga., April 18,—(Special.)—-The 
doctors sprung a sensation at their session 
this morning by expelling Dr. W. L. Bul- 
lard, of Columbus, from the Georgia State 
Medical Association. Dr. Bullard had vio- 
lated the rules and ignored the ethics of 
the profession by advertising in the news- 
papers, In the eyes of the medical asso- 
ciation this .is an unpardonable sin. 

Dr. Bullard is a prominent eye and 
throat specialist, and has always been a 
regular attendant upon the association 
meetings. He had read papers and partic- 
ipated in discussions, and was a popular 
member. Dr. Bullard was not at’ this 
meeting, but was wired that the board of 
censors was after him. The doctor wired 
back that he had written a letter, but this 
did not save him, as the newspapers in 
which the doctor advertised were right be- 
fore the convention. The doctor had not 
only put in an advertisement, but had used 
cuts, and this, in the opinion of the board 
of censors, aggravated the offense. There 
is no escape for a man who uses cuts in 
his advertising. The board of censors 
recommended his expulsion, and this report 
Was unanimously adopted by the associa- 
t-on. 

The report of the treasurer showed a bal- 
ance on hand of $763.51. Several papers were 
read before the association. Dr. Dunbar Roy, 
Oi Atlanta, read a paper on the “Proper 
Care of School Children’s Eyes,’’ and Dr. 
J. M. Hull, of Augusta, read a paper on 
“Graves Disease.’’ Dr. J. C. Olmstead, of 
Atlanta, was unable to get here, and the 


Orator’s aduress was dispensed with. The 
most interesting address of the morning 


from a public standpoint was that of Dr. 
IF’. M. Ridley, of LaGrange. The doctor’s 
subject was “A Duty of the State Medical 
Society.’’ His paper was a severe criticism 
of the present insane asylum of Georgia— 
not of the management, however, but of 
the total inadequacy of the present quar- 
ters. He suggested that some action be 
taken by the association toward remedying 
the evil of an inadequate home for the in- 
sane of the state. The evil referred to was 
mainly the community of quarters for both 
Sexes, the results of which have been ex- 
tensively commented on. 

Upon the conclusion of the address, Dr. 
W. A. Love, of Atlanta, offered a resolution 
that Dr. Ridley be authorized by the medi- 
cal association to appoint a committee of 
five to appear before the governor and the 
house of representatives at its next meeting 
to point out the evils of the present asylum, 
and ask for an appropriation from the state 
for remedying the evil. 

President Westmoreland said that some 
reform was badly needed. One thing that 
should be done was the separation of the 
sexes. It was no secret, he said, that ille- 
gitimate children are often born at the 
asylum, and the only way in which to stop 
this is to separate the sexes more rigidly 
than they now are. The motion was car- 
ried unanimously. 

Dr. Ridley will appoint his committee 
and submit it to the association. Two or 
three years ago a paper similar to that of 
Dr. Ridley’s was read before the medical 
association and a committee was.appointed 
to call upon the legislature. An appropria- 
tion of $100,000 was made by the legislature 
for a new asylum, but the committee did 
not think that enough money to remedy 
the evil, and the money was never used. 

The doctors were entertained by a drive 
around the city today and will go down 
the river tomorrow.

Elberton, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
Office Special Manufacturing Company, of 
Washington city, through its attorneys, Jo-

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This Is Business. 

Abraham Lincoln once said: “If the 
United States has the money and needs 
iron and buys it in Europe, it has the 
iron, but has parted with the money. 
if the money is spent for iron produced 
and made in this country, then we have 
both the iron and the money.” 

This is a striking way of presenting 
the question, But we should not stop 
here. When we purchase a home-made 
product we not only keep our money 
at home, but home Iabor gets a share of 
it. Now, let us see what effect it would 
have to reach out for the foreign as 
Well as the home markets. If we do 
not seek foreign custom we run the risk 
of having a big surplus of certain staple 
products and manufactured goods that 
will glut our home markets. But if we 
supply the demand of foreign countries, 
it will stimulate production here, give 
our Wage earners employment and draw 
money from the ouiside. This would 
enable us to get rid of surplus products 
not needed by our own people, and in 
their place we would have so much ex- 


- tra cash. 
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If we do not attempt to supply any- 
thing but the home market we must ex- 
pect production to outrun consumption, 
and our staples will be low-priced and 
our wage earners will be poorly paid. 
The wise policy would be to buy what 
we need in the home market, when _ pos- 
sible, and offer other nations induce- 
ments to trade here. AS matters now 
stand, England buys our raw materials 
and sells them in their manufactured 
shape to the nations of the far east and 
to the Spanish-Americans. We should 
secure this trade, and thus cause the 
number of our forges and mills to be 
doubled and the wages of our toilers to

We can get this trade when we 
meet these nations half way, and we 
can get it all the quicker by re-estab- 
lishing silver as a standard money metal 
because the Japanese, Chinese and Span- 
ish-Americans are all silver-using na- 
tions. 

Our coming exposition will bring us 
fin touch with the countries south of us 
and those beyond the Pacific, and if our 
producers, manufacturers and merchants 
properly utilize the opportunity they 
will enter upon a new era of commercial 
prosperity. We must change our old 
policy. We might as well have a Chi- 
nese wall built around us as to sit down 
and depend upon our home consumers 
alone to comfortably support our pro- 
ducers, traders, manufacturers and la- 
borers. We must drum up more custom 
and our field is the wide world itself.

Mr, Cleveland as a Goldbng. 

The comments made on Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter by the newspapers that 
really represeut the public sentiment 
of the country and views of the 
democratic party, show that the yeil 
has been lifted.

Two Judicial Circuits for Fulton. 


In another column will be found a 
communication from Judge Richard H. 
Clark which deserves the serious con- 
sideration of our lawyers and citizens 
generally.

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A Georgian’s Monument on the Hudson 

A line statue commemorative of the 
late General John CC. Fremont will soon 
be erected on one of the most command- 
ing sites along the Hudson river.

Tie was educated in Charleston 
and when a young man led several ex- 
peditions through the country of the 
Cherokees and the mountains of west- 
ern North Carolina and Tennessee. He 
did more than any other man to open 
and make Known the of the 
great northwest, and the eredit belongs 
to him for bringing California under 
the American flag. He was the repub- 
lican candidate for president in 1856, 
and wes 2a major general in the union 
ariny during the war. His wife was the 
brilliant daughter of Senator Benton, 
of Missouri. 

It seems a strange dispensation of 
fate that the monument to this great 
Georgian should be erected in a state 
far from the commonwealth of his 
birth and so far from the Pacific coast 
where he spent so many years of his 
life and wher@ he achieved so much, 
but it should be recollected that from 
his yvoung manhood down to his old age 
he was against his native sonth in poli- 
tics and in war. This is why his monu- 
ment will rise on the banks of the Hud- 
sou instead of on the Georgia side of 
the Sayannah.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Texas is so large that all the people in 
the United States could live there and the 
state would not then be as thickly popu- 
lated as New Jersey is now. Within the 
limits of Texas may be found more timber 
than in Maine, more granite than in New 
Hampshire, more marble than in Vermont, 
more iron ithan in Nova Scotia, more 
kaolin than in Cuba and more manganese 
than in Scotland. The wheat and corn 
lands of the state are as yet practically 
untilled, but there are enough of them to 
feed the armies of the world. Texas is so 
big that it takes a traveler some time to 
get accustomed to the magnificent dis- 
tances. It has an area of 274,356 square 
miles, or 175,587,840 acres, of which more 
than one-half are prairie lands and about 
one-fourth timber lands, The rest are 
either mineral lands or are covered by 
bays, rivers and other bodies of water. 
Texas is 825 miles broad, 740 miles long 
and is divided into 244 counties. It has 
nearly 34,000 square miles of territory more 
than the Austrian empire, 63,000 more than 
the German empire and 70,000 more than 
the republic of France. <All the New Eng- 
land states added to New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Virginia, Maryland, New Jer- 
sey and Delaware have less territory than 
Texas. The combined areas of Great 
Britain, Ireland, Holland, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Switzerland, Portugal and Greece 
are 239,016 square miles, while Texas has 
274,356 pajuatre miles. Dallam- county, in 
the northwest corner of Texas, is nearer 
to St. Paul, ‘Minn., than it is to Browns- 
ville, Tex., at the mouth of the Rio Grande. 
Chicago and Cincinnati are nearer to Texas 
than Dallam county is to Galveston, Texas 
would make five states as large as New 
York and three-fourths of another, nearly 
five states like Georgia and six like Ten- 
nessee, more than thirtyefive of the area 
of Massachusetis and 211 Rhode Islands. 
From Texarkana on the eastern border to 
Ki Paso on the western across the state 
is about the same as from New 
York to Chicago. From Sabine Pass on 
the southeastern corner to Fort McHenry 
on the northwestern is 17,000 miles in a 
straight line.

“Is there any process of legislation Dy 
which the value of silver-can be increased 
so as to carry up the prices of wheat and 


cotton? Would it add anything to the value,

While the above proposition totelly ig- 
nores the money function of silver and re- 
duces it to the rank of a commodity, yet, 
even in this narrow view of the case, in the 
light of all the logic that has been marsnal- 
éd by the eastern advocates of a protective 
tariff, the undeniable answer is: Yes. 

Since the birth of the republic has not 
the eastern manufacturer invoked the fiat 
power of legislation to raise the price of 
his wares and has he not waxed fat 
thereby? 

In the bitter contention that has followed 
Gigcussion of the tariff democrats have 
never disputed the ultimate power or re- 
sult of the sumptuary legislation, but the 
wisdom of such laws. Is it possible that 
for forty. years both political parties have 
been hugging a delusion as to the effect of 
such laws? 

Do not the colossal fortunes of the east 
give the direct lie to the supposition that 
legislation is but the baseless fabric of a 
vision? Is it sound logic to invoke the pow- 
er of legislation to raise the price of iron 
of which the supply is almost illimitable 
ani deny its power over an insignificant 
quantity of silver? 

No, Silver was designedly robbed of its 
monetary use in as insidious a manner as 
Sampson was shorn of his locks, and by 
legislation alone can that use be restored, 
lis demonetization was part of a scheme 
of the money kings to bring the world to 
a gold basis, and when the people are lulled 
to sleep by the hypnotic influence of penury 
they propose to issue their promises to pay 
on a basis of five or ten to one, and by con- 
trzecting the basis at their own sweet will to 
manipulate prices to suit themselves, 

Even such British ecoadnomists as John 
Stiart Mill and Bonamy Price admit the 
full power of legal tender acts wien exer- 
ci;ed by government and that within cer- 
tain bounds it matters little whether such 
issues are redeemable or irredeemabile. 
The bankers have fully realized this truth 
and are stirring heaven and earth to keep 
the people from seeing it. 

We made a very grave mistake when we 
parted with the right reserved to us by 
the constitution, of issuing money, end in 
delegating that power to the national banks 
who, with their foreign allies, have well 
nigh become our masters.

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“CRAZY ABOUT SILVER.” 


A Congressman Says Free Silver Is 
the Only Topic in Iowa. 
W. E. Curtis in Tha Chicago Record. 

Washington, April 15.—Representative 
Hepburn is in town, having spent a monta 
or so traveling in lowa since the adjourn- 
ment of congress. He says that he has 
visited every county in his district and va- 
ricus other sections of the state, and has 
found that everybody is crazy on the silver 
question. It is the only topic they will 
talk about. Whenever two men get togeth- 
er, whether it is at the postoffice or at the 
street. corner, in the railway station, or 
the corner grocery, or while riding on the 
cars, they discuss nothing ¢cls¢, and the sen- 
timent is almost unanimous in both parties 
that the’ Lnited States government shouid 
immediately de:tlare in favor of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver regardless 
of the policy of the European nations. 

“I should say that there about 
many silver men in the republican party as 
there are among the democrats,” said Mr. 
Hepburn, in reply to a question, “Neither 
party has a monopoly of the sentiment, and 
it looks now as if they would make @ race 
to see which can make the most sweeping 
declarations on the subject. 

‘No, the president’s letter will not do any 
good. He does not within a million 
miles of hitting the mark, and has not the 
slightest comprehension of the state of pub- 
lic feeling, You might as well try to put 
out the fires of perdition with a bucket of 
water, or sweep back tides with a 
broom. The people want action, not words, 
just now, <A discussion of the subject in 
print or on the platform interests them, 
but it does not shake their faith in the free 
coinage policy, There are plenty of good 
arguments on their side and the only way 
in which the furore can be allayed and 
party lines restored in the west is for ,the 
president to reconveng the international 
monetary conference that was held at Brus- 
sels a few years ago at the instance of 
this government, You will remember that 
it never finally adjourned. It took a recess, 
with the expectation of together 
again the following May, but the prospects 
of an agreement were so slim that when 
May came around it was not thought worth 
While to assemble, Since then, however, 
there has been a very decided growth of 
sentiment in favor of bimetallism in Great 
Britain and Germany, where the strongest 
opposition was encountered, and conditions 
are much more favorable for an interna- 
tional agreement now than they ever have 
been. 

‘There is no necessity for our government 
to wait until England or Gerraany iakes 
the initiative, for they will never do so un- 
til it is plain that they can gain some ad- 
vantage over us, The president ought to is- 
sue the call himself, and if he understood 
wnat is going on out west he would not 
hesitate for a moment about :ioing so.”’ 

I asked Mr. Hepburn if the friends of 
Senator Allison were going to make any 
organized effort to secure his nomination 
for the presidency. 

“Not until after our state convention,” 
wns the reply. “‘When that meets we shall 
uagdoubtedly ask the republican party to 
make him its candidate, and will do every- 
thing that is proper to,bring his claims be- 
fore the delegates. I think AlNison will be 
nominated and elected.”’ 
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Silver Wins! 
From The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 

A nation has sprung up in the orient 
full-armed, with & consciousness of 
strength, whose past may but dimly 
prophesy its future. Japan is on a silver 
basis. Like Mexico, like India, she has 
been prespering through all the great de- 
pression that has been visiting the gold 
nations of the world. Her men laborers 
get from 18 to 20 - cents a day, and her 
women laborers from 8 to 10 cents. They 
got that in 1873, and they get it still. It 
buys for them what it would buy twen- 
ty-five years ago, and while England and 
the United States have been paying gold 
wages, Japan has been prospering on sil- 
Ver wages. 

In the BPnglish consular report for 1892 
a return is given of the dividends paid 
during the preceding twelve months by 
twenty-one mills in Osaka. The average 
dividend was 18 per cent, the highest being 
28 per cent, and the lowest 8 per cent. The 
population of Osaka increased from 354,000 
in 1884 to 476,000 in 1890. The Japan Gazette 
of September, 18%, gave the names of 
eleven mills that paid an average dividend 
of 16 per cent for six months, as against 
dividends of 12 per cent for six months in 
1893. At the same time ninety-three spin- 
ning companies in Oldham, England, show- 
ed a net loss of $360,000, and the year be- 
fore a net loss of $500,000.

Mr. Ralph Grout, of New York, has in 
his possession a letter for which he has 
been offered several hundred dollars and 
which no amount of money could buy from 
him, It is probably the only letter of its 
kind in existence. : 

Without giving the dates, which have 
escaped me, here is the story: 

Mr. Grout, who is a member of the great 
firm of exporters and importers, Henry 
W. Peabody & Co., and is at the same 
time editor of The Exporters and Import. 
ers’ Journal, wrote one of his men, who 
was at Hamburg, a business letter, but, by 
mistake, directed it to Bremen.

Why could 
there not be some such provision for the

The pricp paid for him was small, 
for although he had been a creditable per- 
former, the English breeding savants 
would have none of him and he arrived on 
American soil branded, as it were, with 
the stigma of being an outcast from the 
exclusive equine circles of British race- 
dom. Turf writers and turfmen said he 
was too leggy; that he lacked substince 
and, in various other ways, failed to reach 
the standard of perfect conformaiion, but 
his purchaser had confidence in him, and 
Charlies Foster, then the gifted editor of 
the old New York Sportsman, fredicted, 
time and time again, that he would prove 
his worth and take a piace in the front 
rank of American stars. 

“Years rolled on and the name of Leam- 
ington had probably been forgotten in 
England -until one day a lengthy bicwn 
colt cantered past the grand stand at Ep- 
som bearing a rider clad in famous 
cherry jacket of Pierre Lorillard. The 
wise men shook their heads and said: ‘He 
can’t win; his breeding isn’t as it should 
be, Oh, no, don’t tell us that tb's son 
of Leamington, the outcast, can win a 
Derby.’ but a few moments afterwards 
that same brown colt came down the hill 
toward the. winning post just cantering 
away from the best blood in England with 
Peregrin struggiing vainly at his baunch- 
es and Town Moor floundering like a ship 
in a stormy sea several lengths away. For 
the brown colt’s name was lroquois, and 
he not only won the Derby, but carried 
off the other two richest three-year-old 
events of the year. 

“In course of time Iroquois was retired 
to the stud at General Jackson’s Pelle 
Meade farm and sired among others the 
colt Utica or Eau de Gallie. Now he 
goes to Engiand and wins a stake race for 
the American contingent the first t'me 
they start. but still apparently the Brit- 
ishers do not even yet recognize the po- 
tency of the Leamington biood, for we 
are told that they laid 8 to 1 against the 
chances of the Croker sprinter.’’ 

It is intercsting in this connection to 
read the English comment on the race and 
on the rider, the little American regro 
boy, Simms, The Pall-Mall Gazette said: 

“Erin, Woolsthorpe and Estar are sprin- 
ters capabie of testing any ordinary horse, 
and the decisive victory hints that the 
visitors are likely to win many races. In 
training, feeding and riding, the Americans 
ect contrary to all Newmarzxet necuecns, 
but hostile criticism will now have to be 
varied. Simms proved that he knew his 
business thoroughly. When Eau de Gal.- 
lie swerved a bit under the whip ét the 
top of the hill the jockey coolly steadied 
his horse, and he came on again with a 
winning rush that established the ricer’s 
reputation ag a horseman of ereat ability.”’ 

The Globe, commenting upon the race, 
remarks: 

“Our American cousins should be well 
satisfied with the result of the race for the 
Crawford plate. Their colt certainly wen 
in handsome style. Simms is a smart 
specimen of the American jovck?y. Our 
people, unaccustomed to trans-Atiantic no- 
tions, at first laughed as he percned, like 
a monkey, on his horse’s shoulders. He 
had all the shining Nghts of the world of 
equation opposed to him, but at the start 
he fairly stole a march on them and won 
like an artist.”

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DR. NELMS REPLIES 


He Explains Folly His Reasons for 
Carrying a GoD. 


HIS LUPE HAS BEEN THREATENED 


And Many Attempts Made To Do 
Him Injury. 


HE SPEAKS KINDLY OF MR. VENABLE 


And Says That He Has Nothing but the 
Best of Feeling for That Gentle- 
man—His Statement. 


That pistol of Dr, John W. N2ims, which 
dropped from his pocket during that mem- 
orable session of the police commission, has 
been brought to the front again. 

But though to the front, the pistol is 
not aimed at any one, and there is very lit- 
tle probability that it will go off by acci- 
dent, 

Since that special session of the general 
courci! on Tuesday afternoon last, the po- 
litical element of the city has been doing a 
great deal of talking about the situation, 
Some of the talk was relative to the action 
of the general council in raising the ques- 
tion of Mr. Venable’s ineligibility; Some 
was in reference to the manner in which the 
building permit was granted Coker & Bell, 
on Marietta street, while some was rela- 
tive to what the people are now calling a 
disgusting feature of the present adminis- 
tration—the inability of the board of police 
commissioners to do a day’s work without 
calling on the general council for help. 

That card written by Dr. Nelms, the rep- 
resentative of the seventh ward, attracted 
a great deal of attention during the day and 
produced quite a deal of comment, It 
brought, among other things, quite a strong 
talk from Mr. W. H. Venable, president of 
the state senate, and member of the board 
of police commissioners, the same official 
that the paper prepared by Mr. Johnson 
and Captain Brotherton seeks to unseat. 

In his talk, Mr, Venable refers to Dr. 
Nelms in quite strong and sensational lan- 
guage, asserting that the doctor attended 
a meeting of the board of police commis- 
sioners armed with a pistol to see that a 
law he had sent through the city council 
should be enforced, and that while he was 
in the commissioners’ room the pistol fell 
from his pocket. Mr. Venable also declared 
that the investigation of the legality of his 
tenure of the place would never have aris- 
en if he had been willing to agree to vote 
for Dr. Nelms’s brother, a member of the 
police force, for station heuse keeper. 

Those who are at all conversant with the 
political history of Atlanta, Fulton county 
and the state know that there has always 
been the warmest political feeling and 
friendship between the Venables and Dr. 
Nelms, and that the friends of the one were 
always ready to serve the other. So when 
it was seen that there was a breach be- 
tween the two the observer of politics be- 
gan to wonder what the result would be. 
All who know both gentlemen Know that 
they are both positive and determined, and 
that when once a feud political starts it has 
no end and goes just as far as the two men 
are able to control their friends, 

sut it will be pieasant for the friends of 
both to know that no feud will come in 
here, and that there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the white-winged bird of fable 
life is now ready to soar over the political 
battlefield, 

Dr. Nelms Undisturbed. 

It was thought by many that Dr, Nelms 
would fire up at the interview of Mr. Vena- 
ble, and that something warm would come 
out of it, but he did not. He simply read 
the story and then, laying the paper aside, 
smiled, saying to himself: 

“With one or two exceptions he is about 
right. But those exceptions cover nearly 
all the ground upon which he is basing his 
complaint.’’ 

“But,” the doctor was asked by a report- 
er, “isn't it true that you did carry that 
pistol to the station house as Mr. Venable 
Says?’ 

What He Carried a Gun For. 

“Yes, but I did not carry it there for 
the purpose of enforcing the ordinance that 
I had had passed, nor any other ordinance, 
for that matter. | am a member of At- 
lanta’s legislature, and as such am invested 
with the power of making laws. I make 
laws, and I pride myself that every law I 
make is a good one. I have no authority, 
and there is none vested in me to execute 
laws, and, theréfore, I do not and did not 
carry that pistol to see that that jaw or 
any other law was enforced.” 

“Then, why did you carry the pistol?” 
was asked. 

“To protect my life, 
I go out.’’ 

“You mean to say that you carry a pistol 
all the time?” was asked. 

Carried It All the Time. 

“Mighty near all the time; especially at 
night. But I do not carry it as a conceal- 
ed weapon. On the contrary, it is almost 
as much exposed as a pistol could be with- 
out being slung over my shoulder. And 
when you know all—know it just as Mr. 
Venable knows it, just as nearly every one 
who knows me knows it—you will say that 
it is not concealed, and that I have the 
right to carry it, and that it would be al- 
most suicidal on my part not to carry it. 
But wait, let me show you how I do it.” 

He Gives a Demonstration. 

The doctor stepped into his dressing room 
and brought out a belt, to which was at- 
tached a pistol. The belt was filled with 
loaded shells, and at a glance was enough 
to make any one stand back. It just fitted 
around the waist of the doctor, and the 
tongue of the buckle dropped into a well- 
worn hole when he pulled it taut. 

“Now,” resumed the doctor, ‘‘does that 
look like a concealed weapon? I think not. 
True, I might put a placard on my breast 
saying that I was armed, and make it more 
patent, but that the law doesn’t require. 
If the law required it, I would do so, for 
I pride myself on the fact that I never 
break a law, and that I am a law-abiding

The Doctor Explains. 

“Now I'll tell you why I carry a pistol. 
But I want to say that I néver, at least it 
is the rarest thing in the world for me to 
carry it in the daytime, and I don't, unless 
I have reason to think I am in danger. As 
every one knows, I was for ten years at 
the head of the penitentiary department of 
the state, and while there I had to deal with 
some of the toughest and most hardened 
wretches on earth. I dealt with men who 
swere that they would take my ife, ard 
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the record I then, made is one of which I 


am justly proud, and of which my friends 
yet say kind things to me! I tore down 


the illicit whisky making of the country, 


and had my life threatened and one of my 
best deputies killed. Besides that, my house 
was burned down and my barns were de- 
stroyed. There was hardly a mail] that did 
not bring a promise of death. I have a 
family and an old mother who are depend- 
ent upon me, and do you think it would 
have been treating them right for me to 
go about at night time without being pre- 
pared to meet what might come? The truth 
is, I never leave my house at night unless 
I am compelled to go, and then I go 
armed.” 
He Is a Marked Man. 

The doctor sighed and after a whiff or two 
at his cigar remarked slowly: 

“It’s not a pleasant thing to realize that 
you are a marked man and that there are 
characters desperate, ready and waiting to 
take your life. They are not brave men 
or they would come and face me and not 
threaten me. Being cowards, they would 
assassinate me in the dark. Just think how 
far it is from my door here through a dark 
part of the city to thé nearest street car, 
and then see if I should go unarmed.«e Why 
a hundred men could be killed between 
here and the street car track. Yes, when 
I go out at night I carry that pistol or an- 
other one with me.” 

Then the doctor meditated a minute and 
resumed: 

He Had It at the Board Meeting. 

“Yes, I had that pistol on the night of 
that election and it did drop out of my 
pocket in the police commissioners’ room. 
It happened this way. I had not had a 
pistol during the day when I was in the 
city and I started off that night without 
it. As I reached the door Mrs. Nelms call- 
ed me, saying that I had better take a pro- 
tector with me. She handed me another 
pistol and I put it in my pocket, just so.” 

Here the doctor showed how he had 
placed the pistol in the right-hand pocket 
of his trousers in front so that it would be 
handy if it was needed. 

“‘Now, that night, when we were all well 
worn out, I raised my feet up and placed 
them on a table to get some rest. In 
moving about the pistol slipped out and 
dropped on the chair and that is all there 
is to it. I never had that pistol in my 
pocket for any other purpose than the one 
I have indicated. A few days after this, 
Mr. Venable came to my office and in- 
formed me that it was likely that The 
Looking Glass would have something 
about it. I then told Willie why I carried 
the pistol and said to him that if I had 
violated a law I was amenable to the law 
for the violation. That's all there is about 
the pistol.’’ 

About Voting for Turner. 

“What about the proposition to vote for 
Billy Turner, your brother?” 

“That’s hardly right. Before the general 
election I did approach Willie Venable and 
ask him to help Turner to a sergeant’s 
place if he could, at the same time telling 
him who Turner was. Willie said he knew 
Turner, but as I remember made no prom- 
ises. Now, I never knew that he was 
seeking to be station house keeper and 
at the very time he was working for it I 
was working to have Carlyle get the place. 
I went to Captain Brotherton and asked 
him to vote for Carlyle and went to Mayor 
King’s place and to George Johnson's, but 
they were both out. I never asked any 
one to vots for my brother for station 
hovse keeper. 

He Likes Mr. Venable. 

“The truth is,” said Dr. Nelms, “TI have 
nothing in the world against Mr. Venable. 
On the contrary, I have always worked for 
him and supported him. He never made a 
race in my life that I was not right behind 
him. I think there are no better boys in 
the country than Willie and Sam Venable, 
and lam not after Willie. It has been sug- 
gested that he is holding an office to which 
he has no right, and the matter has been 
brought to the attention of the city council 
and we have been asked to investigate it. 
As the legislative body of the city, we 
cannot turn a deaf ear to the appeal of 
any one and when we are asked to look 
into a matter, we must do it. The matter 
did not originate with the council, but wag 
brought to the council. It is now in the 
hands of the city atturney and if he says 
that Mr. Venable is entitled to the seat, 
all right, but if he says no, that ‘ends it 
all.’’

The English manager of the Standard 
Oil Company in London says of the ad- 
vance in the price of pétroleum in the 
United States and the situation in London, 
that the price of oil in England las been 
advanced to correspond with the price in 
America. A few weeks ago the price was 
4d (8 cents) per gallon, and it was now 712d 
(5 cents) per gallon, He added that as 
yet there had been no general complaint 
against the advance upon the part cf con- 
sumers, but it had been a@ great surprise 
to dealers. 

The managers also said that the advance 
in Scotch oil was not in the same propor- 
tion as in American oil. He consiuers 
that the situation. is due to underproduc- 
tion rather than speculation. 

The Nobcl Bros., of St. Petersburg, the 
great Russian oil firm, says there Js the 
same advance in the price of atussian oil 
as recorded in the United States, They 
also say that the Standard Oil Company 
has not yet purchased any oil in Russia. 
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The Iron Trade. 

Cleveland, O., April 18.—The Iron Trade 
Review today says: “The movement con- 
tinues toward improved conditions in the 
iron trade. In some parts of the market 
the restricted buying caused by advanced 
prices has given place to moderate activity. 
This has been particularly noticeable in 
bessemer and pig iron, The Pittsburg price, 
under continued buying, has gone to $10.55, 
and a contract for the third quarter otf the 
vear is reported at $11.25, Pittsburg. — A 
careful rounding up of recent ore buying 
shows a total not much below 5,000,000 tons, 
counting in the amounts that will be taken 
by furnaces interested in mines. Mesaba 
ores, outside of the most desirable besse- 
mers, seem destined to be crowded down toa 
very low basis, Some sales have been as 
low as $2, and the scramble has only fairly 
begun, the total Mesaba sales thus far 
being something over 1,000,000 tons, The sit- 
uation as to pig iron other than bessemer 
has not changed in the week, There 1s 
firmness among producers of foundry iron 
and sales are made with less difficulty at 
quoted figures than for some time past. 
There is very little business at the advanced 
price. In the eastern market northern fur- 
naces supplied with Connelisvilie coke find 
southern competition very keen, but for 
this fact northern brands would probably 
be higher. The production of coke iron is 
at nearly the same rate as in March, and 
stocks are stationary.

New York, April 18.—Cotton declined 6 to 
7 points, regained most of this, and Septeme- 
ber advanced 1 point net, but later on the 
whole list reacted and dropped 9 to 1 
points below the closing figures of yester- 
day, closing steady with sales of 270,200 
bales. Liverpool advanced 1% to 2 points, 
then reacted 2 points and closed irregular 
at a net advance for the day of % a point. 
The spot sales there were 20,000 bales at a 
rise of 1-16d. McElroy & Co., of New Or- 
leans, suspended. In Manchester yarns 
were hardening and cloths quiet and firm, 
Spot cotton here was quiet at an advance 
or 1-16c. with sales of 380 for spinning and 
100 celivered on contract. The southern 
spot markets were generaliy steady to 
firm. Savannah advanced i-l6c. and Mobile, 
Charleston and Wilmington, %c. New Or- 
leans declined 8 to 10 points. Receipts there 
tomorrow are estimated at 2,000 to 2.500, 
against 2,626 last week and 2,995 last year. 
The port receipts today were 7,944 bales, 
against 11,862 this day last week and 6,554 
last year. Thus far this week,- 60,19, 
against 74,804 thus far last week. The Bom- 
bay weekly report shows receipts of 70,000 
bates, against 29,000 bales last year; ship- 
ments to Great Britain, 1,400, against 4,000 
last year, and to the continent, 24,000, 
against 21,000 last year. 

Today,s Features—While most of the 
netvs was bullish, there was nevertheless 
sufficient realizing to varry prices down- 
ward for the time being, a fact which the 
bulls themselves considered as not at all 
surprising. Liverpool was active and 
higher; Manchester, firm. Southern spot 
markets again moved upward, the receipts 
at the ports were light and the weather 
in Texas was still dry. But large selling 
orders in the distant months came from 
Liverpool and prices there suddenly reced- 
ed, owing to false reports of Texas rains 
cabled from this side. There was a food 
deal of liquidation in Liverpool, partly, it 
appears, on account of the bear canard. 
Liverpool not only sold here. but the conti- 
nent sold as well. while there was like- 
wise considerable liquidation by local Wall 
street and southern operators. Silver was 
lower, but it seemed to huve no effect on 
Manchester. Later in the day there was a 
rally here, when it was found that no rain 
had fallen in Texasand that local south- 
ern and European people were buying, Still 
later. however, further liquidation depress- 
éd prices to about the lowest figures of the 
day. There was a failure in New Orleans 
and some covering both here and there 
helped to brace up prices. momentarily, 
but it was soon found that the firm’s inter- 
est on the short side here <vas very small, 
and there was not enough covering to offset 
tho effect of long liquidation.

Then came the question as to 
who should fill the place temporarily and 
the proposition of Mr, Johnson that it was 
in his power to put a man in met a furious 
rebuke from the commissioners who had 
oppesed Turner, But the city attorney was 
consulted, Referring to the rules he decided 
that in the event of an ,emergency Mr. 
Johnson had the right to appoint. 

Turner was placed in, his appointment 
being subject to ratification at the next 
meeting of the board, And it is to this meet- 
ing that the eyes of the commissioners 
are turned.

JAPAN'S NEW TERRITORY. 


Formosa and Manchuria East of the 
Lino River. 
From The New York Herald. 

Since the opening of the peace negotia- 
tions it has been generally believed that 
the cession of Formosa and the occupation 
of Port Arthur and adjacent territory would 
be among the conditions that would be in- 
sisted upon by Japan. 

Japan unquestionably seeks territorial ag- 
grandizement, and, Saghalien being lost to 
her, Fermosa, which is as large as Kin- 
Shin, offers obvious advantages. Its natural 
wealth is considerable, and its geographical 
position, from a commercial point of view, 
is oxtremely important, A nation with 
great trade ambitions might well desire to 
possess the island, and Japanese aspirations 
have long leaned in this direction. In 1874 
the Japanese general, Saigo, disembarked 
5,000 men on the western shore of Formosa 
under tardy protests from Peking. The 
operations were not brilliant, and the Jap- 
anese troops guffered much from disease, 
but the objects of the expedition were par- 
tially achieyed in the chastisement of the 
Formosan tribes, 

By arrangement with Cuba, which offered 
Buvuarantees and a subvention toward the 
expenses of the operations, the island was 
evacuated, but the conversion of the pro- 
tectorate of the Lu-Chu group into annexa- 
tion was accomplished, and the Japanese 
empire thus already embraces territory 
within 150 miles ef Formosa. In the fol- 
lowing year the long outstanding fronticr 
dispute in Saghalien terminated in a con- 
vention which handed over this great is- 
landsto Russia and left Japan with the 
barren sovereignty of the Kurile group. 
¥ormoga has an area of 8,730 square miles, 
and a population of 2,500,000, 

For a Commercial Basis. 

In a recent lecture before the Nineteenth 
Century Club, of New York, Mr. Michitoro 
Hisa, a Japanese student at Harvard, ex- 


- plained that Japan's grounds for desiring 


to annex Formosa were partly economic, 


as she desired to make the island the base. 


of her future commercial expansion, but 
apother reason was to meet part of her 
expenses by developing the rich resources 
‘of the isiand. Naturaily, its stragetic im- 
portance was kept in view, The lecturer 
continued to explain what he cajled the 
real significance of the Japanese demand 
for nev. territory. 

It was not Japan's ambition to shine as 
a military power. She entered the war, she 
repeatediy declared, with the sole purpose 
of securing “the independence of Corea in 
particular and the lasting peace of the east 
in general.” It was for the accomplishment 
of these original purposes that she de- 
manded cession of territory.

‘To Be Alive and Prosperons.

zen, who arrived in Newark nine months 
ago and has since been doing landscape gar- 
dening in this city, tells the following sto- 

Ty concerning the assassination of Abrahatn

horses for his escape, I went to a livery 
Stable near by, hired two horses, one of 
which I turned over to Booth. We mount- 
ed and rode toward Tom Jones's, six miles 
away, At Jones’s secluded home we re- 


mained until the 28d of April, and while. 


there severa}] of Booth’s friends called. Al- 
len Pinkerton alsa visited the place, and 
it was he who made me believe that I was 
equally guilty with Booth for having aided 
him in eseaping, It was then that he made 
me take an oath that J would not breathe 
a word of Booth’s escape for thirty years, 
and, German greenhorn that I was, unac- 
quainted with the laws and customs of the 
United States, I swore to remain silent. [f 
am aman of my word, and have not told of 
Booth’s escape until today, the thirty years 
having just expired. 

“On May 6th we both salled for Brazil 
on &@ pirate schooner and arrived in Para 
on May 22d. I soon returned to Germany. 
Letters were exchanged by us. In 1884 
Booth and I met at Hamburg for the first 
time since 1865, He then looked well,. and 
had apparently been prospering. 

“The last time I heard from Booth was in 
December, put I am confident he is yet 
alive, I krow to a certainty that Edwin 
Booth frequently corresponded with him.” 

Ritter says that he has almost completea 
a book on the subject of Lincoln's assassin- 
ation, which has never been published. 

It has been asserted several times by per- 
sons claiming to Know all about it thal J. 
Wilkes Booth was not killed by Boston Cor- 
bett, and those who started the stories of 
Booth being alive generally wound up by 
promising to write a book. J. E: Levan, of 
Texas, said in 1890 Booth was in Texas. 
Beoth's daughter Ritu said in reply to 
Levan's story that she saw the body of her 
father several times before it was buried 
and was sure of its identity. 

Thomas A. Jones,"who helped Booth to 
escape across the Potqmac, is dead. In a 
detailed account of the part he took tn con- 
cealing the assassin of Lincoln Jones said 
nothing about anybody of the name of Rit- 
ter, nor did he mention the alleged visit of 
Allen Pinkerton, although he named several 
persons who assisted in the flight of booth 
from Maryland. 

Rev. Dr. R. B. Garrett, who said that he 
saw Booth shot and was at his side at the 
time of the assassin’s death, is authority 
for the assertion that Booth’s last words 
were: ‘Tell my mother I died for my coun- 
try, I did what I thought was best.”’ 

Mr. Garrett added: “On his (Booth's) right 
arm was his name in india ink. This, if 
nothing else, fuliy establishes his identity, 
which has so often been doubted.”

Three or fouranen have conspired to se- 
cure a practical monopoly of this country’s 
meat supply. These men are worth from 
$25,000,000 to $50,000,000 apiece, but they are 
not content. By virtue of their monopoly 
they are at this moment making all the 
people in the nation pay them two prices 
for every pound of meat they eat. 

Another group of men have secured a mo- 
nopoly of the mineral oil supply. They, too, 
are multi-millionaires of insatiable greed. 
They are at this moment compelling every- 
body in the country to pay from two to 
three times as much for Hight as they 
should, 

Another small group of conspirators have 
control of the anthracite coal supply. They 
are levying blackmail upon the people in 
precisely the same way. 

Another small group of multi-millionaires 
have control of sugar, and are intrenched 
in their monopoly by laws purchased in the 
senate of the United States. They are tax- 
ing everybody in the country to add to 
their already preposterous wealth. 

What are we going to do about it? 

We have compelled congress to enact 
laws for the punishment of the conspira- 
tors and for the restraint of their conspira- 
cies. But the administration which was in 
power when those laws were enacted ut- 
terly failed to enforce them. Its alliance 
with the conspirators was open and flagrant 
and the purchase price of it was a cam- 
paign contribution. 

We elected a new administration pledged 
by every possible promise to execute these 
laws and a congrss pledged to enact more 
stringent laws if necessary. The congress 
did its duty in part. The administration 
betrayed the people utterly, and again the 
price was a campaign contribution. It put 
a trust attorney in the ettorney general's 
office. He eeized the opportunity to dis- 
credit the anti-monopoly laws in his first 
official report, and even to deny the author- 
ity of congress to pass any laws at all 
against trusts and monopolies. Such pre- 
tenses as ne has made of efforts to en- 
force these laws have been transparent 
shams, designed solely to discredit the law 
and prevent its enforcement. 

The president, though elected in part on 
this issue, and though specially and per- 
sonally pledged to carry out the declara- 
tions of the platform, has steadfactly re- 
fused to remove the whisky trust's attor- 


ney from the law department or in any. 


other way to respond to the popular desire 
for relief from the intolerable trust op- 
pression. 

Now what are we going to do about it? 
This is really the dominant question in 
American politics.

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The Great Age of a Man Who Claimed 
To Have the Secret of Longevity. 


From The St, Louis Republic. : 

Back of the death of Dr. William Hotch- 
kiss, which occurred early last Wednes- 
day morning, is a story as strange as it 
is unusual. It deals with an existence pro- 
longed beyond the century mark by the 
vital energy of a man whose whole life 
was given over to the search for a uni- 
versal panacea. He was a man of many 
striking peculiarities, one of which. was 
his steadfast refusal to talk about himself. 
All that is posttively known of him is 


that he came to St. Louis forty years ago, 


and at once began the practice of medi. 
cine after his own original ideas. His pa- 
tients, or, as he termed them, the ‘‘mem- 
bers’”’ of his. “‘circle,”” were ywnable to learn 
anything of his past life, further than that 
he was born in the latter half of the last 
century in Dinwiddie, Va., and tha, ere 
he began the study of materia medica, 
he had practiced law and taught sehool. 

One of “the cirole,"’ prompted by curiosi- 
ty as to the doctor’s age, wrote to the 
Virginia village asking some information 
about the strange man and received an 
answer that was startling. It was to the 
effect that Dr. William Hotchkiss was re- 
membered there by many of the oldest 
inhabitants as an uncommonly queer in- 
dividual; that he was born in 1759, had 
joined the Masonic order in the beginning 
of this century, being then an gid man, 
and had finally drifted away from the 
village and gone west. When the patient 
questioned the mysterious physician, he 
smiled significantly, and did not deny that 
he was the one to whom the letter referred. 
The claim that he was a nineteenth centu- 
ry rival of “Old Parr” is borne out by his 
remarkable memory of events that hap- 
pened many, many years ago, and by the 
fact that so long as he has lived in this 
city no additional sign of age set itself as 
a seal upon his face*or body, According to 
Mr. Hoffman, who was one of his first 
patients years agv, the dead physictan 
lcoked even younger a week before his 
demise than he did fifteen years before the 
civil war. | 

The complete story of Dr. Hotchkiss’s 
life, of his researches Into the realms of 
alchemy, thaumatursy, and other occult 
sciences, and. of his power over his disel- 
ples would be remindful of the outlandish 
stories of the philosopkers of the middle 
ages. Yet, while his quest for the elixir 
vitae is strongly suggestive of Beppo Bai- 
samo, Paravrelsus, and St. George the 
Formosan, it is certain that his idiosyn- 
crasies were not assumed for mercenar 
motives: and that he did possess some 
strange control over the forces of nature 
is proved by the fact that when his end 
found him he was many decades beyond 
the three score and ten years alloted as 
the period of man's life. 

Among those not impressed with his the- 
ories he was best known as “the dirty 
doctor,” an unpleasant sobriquet that arose 
from his repugnance to good clothes end 
the fact that he eschewed water for the 
purpose of cleansing his bedy. Like St. 
Anthony of Padua, who dwelt thirty years 
in the Lybian desert without ever under- 
going an ablution, Dr. Hotchkiss held the 
se of water in abhorrence, and, it is said, 
went for over a score of years wétiout 
permitting the fluid to touch his body. In 
addition to this he held that the vital prin- 
ciple could be best obtained from the smoke 
of certain chemicals, and several times a 
week he treated himself by standing over 
a’ burning bragzier which emitted a dense 
clou¥% or smoke and allowing the sooty 
flakes to settle upon his body. Notwith- 
standing this, he is said to have kept him- 
self clean by some mysterlous process, 
which may have been the scrubbing of his 
body with sand, a methol of cleansing 
much in vogue among the Arabians. When- 
ever necessity forced him to purchase a 
new suit of clothes he immediately tore it 
into strips, so that the fréedom of his mo- 
tions might remain unhindered. The fiut- 
tering pieces were tied with gayly colored 
ribbons, which also figured in his cure, and 
bis gray hair was matted and bound in 
ef locks. 

Dr. Hotchkiss lived at 2204 Washington 
avenue, with Misses Sallie Pentecost and 
Lily Riley, who kept house for him, and 
were known as his adopted duughters. 
Other friends cf his were the Guerdan 
family, David Goldsmith, J. L. Isaacs and 
Judge Portis. Besides the local circle there 
were others in various adjacent towns, 
which. were visited at periodical intervals 
by the old physician. His cures are said 
to have been marvelous, and were brought 
about by what he termed his. ‘vital elec- 
tro-magnetiec’’ treatment. He formed his 
adherents into ‘‘circles,”’ free from all re- 
ligious bias, for he was an orthodox Chris- 
tian and non-cemmittal on all questions 
involving controversy. His ‘“‘proposition,’’ 
as set forth upon his business card, was: 

“Life or yitality is the result of motion; 
motion is a contfhual change of place; that 
which causes motion is called force. * Elec- 
tricity and magnetism are both alike pro- 
perties of force, but when employed con- 
jointly are identified as electro-magnetism:;: 
hence vital electromagnetism is a term used 
to convey the idea that life, health and lon- 
gevity result from the joint action and mu- 
tual co-operation of these two properties of 
force.”’ 

In his later years the remarkable man 
added to his other quaint remedial theories 
by practicing the smoke cure and the snap- 
ping of fingers, by which he claimed to gen- 
erate an electro-magnetic power within 
himself capable of combating the most ma- 
lignant maladies, After rendering such 
treatment, he would be vompletely exhaust- 
ed and would Hie upen his bed for hours, 
twisting and jerking-as if he were a. vic- 
tim of St. Vitus’s dance; or, on other o«- 
casions he would spin around like a wheel- 
ing dervish, snapping his fingers and mak- 
ing strange motions with his head and 
arms. 

He was taken sick upon his return from 
2 visit to a “‘circle’ at Havana, Ill.. about 
two weeks ago, and never recovered, the 
cause of his death being pronounced heart 
failure, 

Until the last he retained the most extra- 
ordinary energy, Among his effects is the 
manuscript of a book he intended publish- 
ing upon longevity, He held that Christ had 
promised all men who tulfilled the laws of 
God and nature everlasting life, and that 
no one need die who followed the precepts 
laid down by Him. 

So far as is known he leaves no relatives, 
Taken all in all he was one of the strang- 
est beings that ever lived in a strange 
world, and it is unfortunate that so little is 
known of his life and extraordinary doc- 
trines.

CURRENT COMMENT. 


It is seriously proposed in Wisconsin to 
create a new state by taking a part of 
the three states of Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and Michigan, which will be known as the 
state of “Superior,” or “the mineral sidte."’ 
This. idea is a modification of the new 
State plan sa often repeated, and its cre- 
arcs is Captain Alex McDougall, the in- 
ventor of the whaleback. Captain McDou- 
gall would cut owt a territory bounded on 
the north by Canada, on the west by the 
Mississippi river, on the south by a line 
drawn from the Mississippi river along the 
southern boundary of the northern tier 
of Wisconsin counties and terminating at 
the extreme tip of the upper peninsula. 
Of course, the eastern boundary line would 
lie in the lakes, but that is immaterial 
to the plan. What is aimed at particularly 
is to place the three great iron ranges, 
the Vermilion, . the Mesaba:‘ and the Go- 
gebic, in one state; 60 that the ‘interests 
of none of them couid be injured by con- 
flicting legislation and all might be treated 
from the same basis. The new state would 
be one of the richest in wealth in the 
union; it would have more than 500 miles 
of water front and contain ‘“‘the head of 
the lakes” harbor, which is the gateway 
for the trade and commerce of the entire 
northwestern country. uperior,” or ‘“‘the 
mineral state,’’ would at once become one 
of the greatest states of the union, it is 
firmly believed by its advocates here. 
Agitation of the subject will. begin immedi- 
ately throughout the three commonwealths 
involved, and the representatives in the sev- 
eral legislatures who come from the terri- 
tory immediately involved will, after their 
adhesion is secured, begin making political 
combinations in order to effect their pur- 
pose. The new state would be strongly re- 
publican, a qualification which would se- 
cufe it a respectful hearing from the pres- 
ent congress.

Blair, 
of Harrisburg, advances in The Medical 
News the sensational theory that our sud- 
den and destructive epidemics are ghastly 
visitors from other worlds, In othen 
words, he contends that the thousands of 
tons of meteoric matter and cosmic dust 
which are annually precipitated upon the 
earth inflict upon this planet a host of life 
germs of non-terrestrial origin, ‘‘Recent 
investigations have proved colored snows 
to be filled with organisms,” states Dr. 
Blair, “and the polar snows are said to 
have yielded more than 2300 different life 
forms. These organisms ean hardly be 
produced in our atmosphere, millions of 
hundred weights of them, according to 
Dana, having fallen since the days of Ho- 
mer, who first desernibed them in the 
‘Iliad.’ "’ Dr. Blair feels sure that not 
only the mysterious “black plague’ of 
the fourteenth century and the old type 
of ‘spotted fever’ arose from a non-mun- 
dane souce, but he assigns to these un- 
earthly microbes the blame for the pecu- 
liar epidemic called cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis which prevailed between the years 
1866 and 1867, and goes 80 far as to assert 
that this theory throws light on other 
local epifemics such as those of typhoid 
diphtheria and “la grippe.” Without di- 
gressing to analyze Dr. Blair’s truly origi- 
nal interpretations of the Homeric mythol- 
ogy to apply to modern medicine, it must 
be confessed that ‘the origin of the mi. 
croscopic organisms in these stringe show- 
ers cited is certainly sti open to conject- 
ure. Darwin described @ shower of strange 
organisms which cévered an area of over 
a million square miles; and Bhren} esti- 
mated that in a cosmic’shower in France 
in 1846 there fell forty-five tons of organic 
germs. Sensational as. it. strikes one at 
first, Dr. Blair’s theory receives a ¢ertain 
plausibility from suél. mena as these,

Kleptomania. 


From The New York Sun, 

All newspaper readers are aware that 
every now and then a reputable woman 1s 
arrested for shoplifting in one of our large 
dry goods stores, It is less generally known 
that in the great majority of cases such 
offenders are allowed to go unpunished 
upon surrendering the ‘pilfered articles. 
The charitable assumption is that they are 
sufferers from a form of mental disease 
called kleptomania. Does such a malady 
exist? Those who may have been skepti- 
cal regarding it should note the interesting 
testimony lately given to The Pall Mall 
Gazette by Dr. Forbes Winslow, an em}- 
nent London specialist in insanity. 

Dr. Winslow pronounces it unquestiona- 
bly true that there is a kind of moral in- 
sanity, the victims of which are seized 
with a sudden and uncontrollable impulse 
to steal and hide the object stolen. Con- 
clusive proof of the existence of such a 
cerebral disorder is supplied by the fact 
that inmates of insane asylums are often 
observed to steal from their fellow suffer- 
ers things of which, from the naturc of 
their surroundings, they cannot possibly 
make any use. Scores of such cases have, 
it seems, come under Dr, Winslow’s obser- 
vation, Admitting the existence of such 
a disease, one is next prompted to inquire 
which sex is the more subject to it, (Cu- 
riously enough, kleptomania is almost ‘ex- 
clusively an aberration of the feminine 
brain. In school boys, indeed, it is not 
uncommon, but in adult males it is exceed- 
ingly rare. Dr. Winslow has never en- 
countered 2 single instance. The compara- 
tive liability of women to this malady is 
accounted for on the ground that it is usu- 
ally associated with physical weakness and 
nervous disorder, The kleptomaniac is al- 
most always the victim of hysteria. 

It is a remarkable feature of this form 
of moral insanity that the sufferer is apt 


‘to be in other directions morally sound, 


According to Dr. Winslow the, average 
kleptomaniac is truthful and honest; she 
has only the one failing. To the current 
assertion that kleptomaniacs are conscious 
of what they are doing, and consequentiy 
should be punished, he replies that they 
are very seldom conscious of the gravity 
of the act. Especially is this the case 
when the propensity to pilfer is of recent 
date. Then Dr. Winslow would ascribe it 
to some peculiar change in the nervous 
constitution. ; 


Can kleptomania be distinguished easily 


from ordinary stealing? That the dis- 
crimination is entirely practicable seems 
evident from the fact that Dr. Winslow 
has given expert testimony in hundreds of 


eases, and he avérs that he has never 


made a mistake. Not that any hard and 
fast rule can be applied, for each case has

The Primary Object to Talk of the Georgia

Mr. Martin, of Dixie, to whom al! corre- 


spondence should be addressed, and of 
whom all inquiries should be made. 

This should be one of: the most signifi- 
cant movements in the history of Georgia, 
and it is sincerely hoped that every manu- 
facturing establishment in the state—small 
ones as well as large ones—have represen- 
tatives in attendance. Governor Atkinson 
is very much interested in the movement, 
and believes that it means much good to 
the state and all her interests. 

Here is the official call: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Department, 
Atlanta, April 18, 1895 -—-To All Persons En- 
gaged in Manufacturing Enterprises in This

“The convention is called at the request 
of the members of the state board of the 
Cotton States and International exposition. 
Manufacturers in Fulton county are in- 
vited to organize and take charge of all 
correspondence and arrangements looking 
to the necessary preparation for the meet- 
ing of this convention.

That Clayton Contest,

Why the Long Depression?

the then ‘present unfortunate situation,’ to 
which you alluded, has continued and 1s 
now ‘this time of misfortune and depres- 
sion.’ Your confident prediction that the 
repeal of the Sherman act would relievé 
the ‘unfortunate situation’ rallied to your 
support the commercial press, the boards of 
trade and the dealers in money and bonds

That Sale of Bonds. 

“Your recent sale of $62,000,000 of bonds to 
the Rothschilds syndicate for $5,900,000 less 
than their market Value to obtain gold to 
rraintain gold monometallism is some evi- 
dence of your familarity with ‘the forces cf 
safe currency.’ But your assertion that the 
opposing forces are those of silver mono- 
metallism shows that you do not unders®™n'1 
the position of the bimetallists, or that 
you knowingly misrepresent their position. 
Assuming, as I must, that it is want of in- 
formation on your part, without the leasi 
desire to deceive the people, you will par- 
don me for inforfing you for what the ad- 
vocates of unrestricted coinage of both gold 
and silver contend. This contention is so 
clearly stated by your secretary of the 
treasury, Mr. Carlisle, in his speech in the 
house of representatives of the 2ist of Feb- 
ruary, 1878, that his exact words have be- 
come the motte of the bimetallists. He con- 
tended for ‘unlimited coinage of both met- 
als upon terms of exact equality.’ 

“This is the contention of the forcés in 
favor of bimetallism, and this is the fuil 
extent of the demands of the advocates of 
silver coinage.

WILL SPEND $100,000 ON IT 


Will Produce aGorgeousSpectacular Show 
During tbe Time ot the Exposition. 
T’he Concession Granted. 


The costliest and. most attractive amuse- 
ment feature of the entire exposition will 
be an elegant theater in which a magnifi- 
cent historical spectacular is to be pro- 
dueed, the whole to cost £100,000. 

The concession wes yesterday granted 
to Mrs. Littleton, cf San Francisco, who 
has been negotiating with the exposition 
company for five months for the privilege, 
and who hus shown herself to be a woman 
of marvelous business capacity. 

The concession will come up before the 
executive board this afternoon for ratifi- 
cation. 

The theater building will be a handsome 
affair and will be built in a substantial 
manner. It wiil remain standing aftcr 
the close of the exposition and will no 
doubt become a permanent house of 
amusement, in which gorgeous spectacles 
and scenic productions will be put on. 

Several moenths ago Mrs. Littleton ap- 
plied to the exposition company for this 
concession, She laid her plans before the 
exposition company. She outlined her en- 
tcerprise on a very costly scale and said 
that she wanted to put up the building 
just to the left of the main entrance on 
Wilson avenue and call it the Bijou. Space 
was reserved at the point indicated for the 
construction of the theater building. She 
Was given an cption on the concession and 
the option expired without the conditions 
having been complicd with. The matter 
was dropped and it was thought that Mrs. 
Littleton ha@ abandoned the project. Her 
supposed abandonment was accounted fer 
by the exposition authorities on the ground 
that she had undertaken a too amb‘tious 
scheme and had decided that che could not 
Carry it out. 

In this, they reckoned incorrectly. Mrs. 
Littleton returned to the city from New 
York Wednesday afternoon and called at 
exposition headquarters. She told the 
members of the concessions committee 
that she had not only not given @ the 
idea, but was determined to carry it out 
on a much larger scale than rad originally 
been planned. 

She stated to the committee that she 
had organized a company in which she had 
secured 375,000 of New York capital and 
$25,000 of local capital. She was ready, she' 
announced, to carry out her plan at once. 

A speciai session of the concessions come- 
mittee wes called and Mrs. Littleton 
peared before it. Shwe outlined her plans 
agcuin and made a statement to the com- 
mittee that convinced the members of it 
that she was in position to go ahead with 
the work. Upon terms which were agreed 
upon between Mrs. Littleton and the com- 
mittee the privileges were awarded her. 
The action of the committee will come up 
this afternoon before the executive board 
for ratification and if the board takes fa- 
vorable action upon her application work 
will be commenced on the theater building 
right away. She has plans ready and work 
will be commenced as soon as a location 
can be agreed upon. 

Mrs. Littleton proposes to present an 
elaborate spectacular, entitled ‘‘Hernando 
De Soto.’’ The spectacular will be extreme- 
ly :nteresting to all southerners and Geor- 
gians particularly, as the scenes will be 
laid in Florida, Georgia and Alabama. The 
first scene will show the arrival of De Soto 
on the Florida coast and will follow the 
party on its historic journey through Geor- 
g'a to Rome and over into Alabama. It 
wil deal with the experiences the partr 
had with the Indians and will be alive with 
romantic and historical interest. The pro- 
duction will be elaborately staged and pro- 
duced on a magnificent -scale. Mrs. Lite 
tleton is corfident of making a great suc- 
cess of it. She is of the oninion that the 
subject in hand gives freer scope for 
effective scenic display and gorgeous spec- 
tacular than any historic theme that has 
ever been harcted in a similar way.

night. Therefore, taking everythiQg into 
consideration, I think my labors are great- 
er than those of the judge of the Atlanta 
circuit, and if so, they are the heaviest in 
the whole state. But notwithstanding so 
much labor performed by myself and the 
judge of the Atlanta circuit and the two 
city. courts, the fact remains that the 
courts cannot keep up with the business— 
even not nearly so. The reason is, the in- 
crease in population and property in At- 
lanta, which the legislature @s yet does 
not realize, and it is hard for our people 
to realize, because a city of 100,000 or ap 

roaching it, never was in Georgia before. 
We have no experience in big cities. From 
5,000 to 40,000 was our limit heretofore. 
From 1880 to 189% Atlanta gained at the 
rate of 2,800 a vear when the population 
was upwards of 65,000. If since 1890 she 
has gained at the same rate, the popula- 
tion-at the end of this year would be 80,009, 
but-I presume she has gained at a greater 
ratio, and, if so, her population might be 
at the end of this year 90,000. 

Many of our knowing anes claim there 
is now 100,00. If not now, it soon will be, 
and legislation should have an eye to this. 
In the way of additional service what we 
need at present is another superior court. 
Just suppose I could serve here the year 
round. All the criminal cases, whether 
defendants were in jatl or on bond, could 
be tried; and there would be a margit 
to aid materially in the civil business of all 
kinds. There might be an objection to this, 
fhat that would leave the Stone Mountain 
circuit too small. To that I reply that 
if the fudge of that circuit doeg his duty 
faithfully he will have enough to do, for 
DeKalb now needs one or two more weeks 
—I say two. A large per cent of the busi- 
ness in DeKalb cones from its adjacency 
to’ Atlanta, and it increases as Atlanta 
increases. Quite a per cent of her popu- 
lation do business in Atlanta. But if with 
this addition, or without it, the Stone 
Mountain circuit should be adjudged too 
small, that cen easily be remedied. Judge 
Harris, of the Coweta circuit, is another 
one of ovr overworked circuit jud es. 
Just take Forsyth or Campbell, or both, 
and add to the Stone Mountain circuit 
and that will be. enough. 

The plan for relief I suggest is to have 
a new circuit made out of Fultch county 
alcne. Let the Western and Atlantic and 
the Georgia railroad tracks be the dividing 
line. and let that portion lying north be 
the new circuit and called the North At- 
lanta circuit. In civil cages let the law 
direct that persons residing in the new 
circuit shall be sued therein, and that will 
give jurisdiction to the judge of that Crr- 
cuit, but if this is not obeyed or for any 
reason it does not make a proper distribu- 
tion, give each judge the right to transfer 
to the other court for equalization. both 
circuits being in one county, a suit jn 
either under our constitution would stand. 

There can be and need be but one grand 
jury, and that may be drawn by the judge 
of either circuit, and as for the traverse 
jurors, another box can be had just as 
now obtains in the two city courts. The 
only obstacle, if it. can be so termed, 
is in having two solicitors general, but 
either can serve the grand jury and either 
can actin either circuit, It will be percelv- 
ed that although there are two circuits the 
jurisdiction in each extends to the whole 
county. While two solicitors general are 
not as much needed as two judges, yet an- 
other is needed, for the criminal business 15S 
so heavy as to sometimes tax the solicitor 
beyond his strength, When he has gone 
through a heavy case, taking a week or 
more, it would so relieve him and be so 
conducive to the public service-to have an- 
other take his place. Then, when he is sick 
or necessarily absent there will always 

some one to act in his stead. I make 
these rzestions for consideration, that 
if there is any constitutional obstacle it 
may be stated and considered, I cannot 
see any myself. There is nothing in the 
constitution which prescribes how many 
counties shall constitute a circuit, and there 
is nothing to prevent a circuit of one coun- 
ty only or two circuits in one county, The 
fact is our circuits should now be districts 
and numbered such. If there is no 
constitutional then if is manifest 
my proposition should be adopted. If there 
is none, could the legislature hesitate to 
pass the law creating such new circuit? 
The only objection there could be is the 
additional] expense in the salary of tft 
judge and the solicitor general. The same 
sheriff and clerk could serve as they «do 
now, having deputies for each court: It is 
the duty of the legislature to furnish eourts 
sufficient to dispose of the litigation neces- 
sarily arising. To answer the emergency 
Fulton county has done the hest che eould 
in having at her own expense two city 
courts, The ce cost the crountyv $6000 for the 
Salary of the two judges, while the state 
pays only $2,000 for the salary of one judze. 
Should the new circuit be created the state 
will then only be paying $4,000 to the coun- 
ty’s 36,000. it is manifest another court is 
needed, and it is also manifest that the oth- 
er. court should be one of general jurisdic- 
tion. Should the legislature create the new 
circuit, I would like to be its first judge, 
which would only continue me in the work 
T have performed for the last ten years, the 
difference being [I could perform more. 
W hich would be in aiding in the civil husi- 
ness that is so much needed, because of the 
great accumulation of My age need 
not be in the way, for I will be the first to 
discover when it affects my usefulness and

Wrestied with a Spanish Jack and 
Threw Him—Lifts 1,700 Pounds. 
From The Baltimore Sun. 

Talcott, W. Va., April 16.—This section 
claims the honor of having the strongest 
man in the state, and after a careful in- 
vestigation your correspondent is cone 
vineed that John Willey, iving a mile 
from this station, is the most powerful 
West Virginian alive. 

At first glance there seems nothing re- 
markable in Willey’s personal appearance 
except his massive shoulders, which meas- 
ure fifty-six inches in circumference. 
When stripped of his coat, however, the 
big muscles on his arms stand out like 
ropes. John Willey is twenty-eight years 
old and weighs 216 pounds. He is the 
youngest son in a family noted throughout 
the country for muscle. His mother could 
easily carry a barrel of flour on her hip, 
and once, exasperated at her son’s in- 
ability to draw with his horse a log of 
firewood eighteen inches in diameter and 
about fourteen feet long, she seized one 
end of it and raised it up until it was 
nearly perpendicular. 

Willey seems insensible to pain of any 
kind and does not feel the hardest blow 
that can be given him. In an altercation 
once his antagonist struck him three times 
on the arm with a half-inch bar of irovi, 
bending the rod almost double and bruising 
the flesh black and ‘blue, yet Willey as- 
sured the writer that he felt no pain what- 
ever, either at the time or afterward. Wil- 
ley at the time was held by three men, but 
he wrenched himself away, and with. one 
slap of his brawny hand took all the fight 
out of the other fellow. 

Once he was attacked in the stable by a 
large and Vicious Spanish jack, which made 
every effort to kill him. Willey seized the 
enraged animal with ‘his powerful arms 
and threw the brute down and sat on him. 

He can easily hold out, at arm’s length, 
fifty-pound weights, and has shouldered 
and carried for some distance a square 
piece of timber weighing more than 600 
pounds. 

Perhaps the most remarkable test he has 
given of his strength was when in the 
presence of a number of persons, one of 
whom assures the writer of the correctness 
of the statement, Willey lifted clear of the 
ground the enormous weight of 1,700 
pounds,

Western and Atlantic People Promualgate 
the Non-Intercourse Order. 


WHAT WILL THE SEABOARD DO NOW? 


It Begins To Appear That the Boycott Is 
Countenanced by the Courts—Other 
News of the Railroads. 


The Western and Atlantic and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St, Louis have 
promptly taken steps to promulgate the 
boycott against the Seaboard Air-Line al- 
lowed by Judge Lumpkin’s decision in 60 
far as through business is concerned. 

As a result of the decision of the court 
in the celebrated Seaboard case the follow- 
ing order was yesterday issued by the 
Western and Atlantic and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis: 

“To Agents and Connections: Notice is 
hereby given that effective April 22, 1890, all 
joint rates and proraling arrangements 
wita the Seaboard Air-Line will be with- 
drawn with reference to treight originating 
and shipped at or from points beyond the 
line of tne Western and Atlantic railroad 
and shipped on through bills of lading 
originating with other roads destined to 
points on or reached by the Seaboard Air- 
fine; and also with reference to freights 
sought to be sent forward by the Seaboard 
Air-Line on through bills of lading over 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to points 
reached by other roads beyond its line, On 
all such traffic received by the Western 
and Atlantic railroad to be delivered to the 
Seaboard Air-Line, the regular established 
rates from original point of shipment to 
Atlanta will be charged, and on all traffic 
received from the Seaboard Air-Line to be 
forwarded via the Western and Atlantic 
railroad to points reached by other roads 
beyond its line the regular established rates 
from Atlanta to points of destination will 
be charged. : 
“This notice does not apply to any freight 
shipped to or trom any point on the line 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad.” 

This is a substantial renewal of the non- 
intercourse order issued by the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association against 
the Seaboard Air-Line not long ago upon 
which the injunction proceedings by the 
Seaboard against the Western and Atlantic 
were instituted. 

The language employed in the notice is 
the same as that used by Judge Lump- 
kin in his decision. 

It is interesting at this period of the game 
to know just what the Seaboard Air-Line 
folks will’ do. Some of them profess to be 
highly pleased with the decision of Judge 
Lumpkin, while others silently shake their 
heads and say “all depends upon how things 
will work out.’’ 

The attorneys of the Seaboard claim that 
the decision of Judge Lumpkin, while it did 
enjoin the Western and Atlantic frem boy- 
cotting the Seaboard in respect to through 
business. would work all right for the Sea- 
board even in this respect. They held that 
while it may look “in the letter’’ to be 
tagainst the Seaboard in respect to through 
business it was only apparent, and that in 
real practice all would be well with the Sea- 
board. 


This was before it became known that the 
Western and Atlantic would be so prompt 
to set up its privilege to refuse prorating 
arrangements with the Seaboard on through 
business. 

‘The decision of the court,” 
missioner Stahiman sterday, 
gives the Western and Atlantic 
to make terms with one road and refuse 
them with another when it comes to 
through rate understandings, The non-in- 
tercourse order sent out by the Southern

Railway and Steamship Association had ref- 
erence only to through business. The so- 
called ‘boycott’ had nothing to do with 
local rates—rates on business, for instance, 
originating at points on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. It referred solely to the 
class of business that Judge Lumpkin has 
released from the effect of the injunction 
sought by the Seaboard. 

“Not 5 per cent of the business handled 
jointly during the year by the Seaboard and 
the Western and Atlantic ever originates on 
the local line of the Western and Atlantic, 
Thus in leaving the injunction on 
Western and Atlantic only for this class of 
business the court has not touched the 
non-intercourse order of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association, but has, on 
the other hand, legalized such an order of 
the associated roads of the south.” 

It is said that the Western and Atlantic 
has reissued its boycott against the Sea- 
board at the advice of eminent and con- 
servative counsel. 

It is claimed by the roads of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association that 
the Seaboard has come out of this fight 
badly worsted. 

But, on the other hand, the Seaboard Air- 
Line folks declare they are jubilantly hap- 
py at the result.

One of the first and most important mat- 
ters to be settled will be the question of 
rules and regulations governing the rate 
committee of the new ass )ciation, It has 
been decided temporarily to abide the rules 
that governed the rate committee of the old 
association, but it is thought probable 
that some changes will be made in these 
old rules by the committee when the mem- 
bers are called together. 

The manner of running excursions is an- 
other matter that will come up, and the 
rates to be allowed in excursion traffic. 

Something will be said also about gum- 
mer tourist rates at the coming meeting, 
though it is probable that this matter will 
be left unsettled for the present. 

iMvery summer the roads of the south of- 
fer what are termed summer tourist rates 
to those desiring to visit many of the 
leading summer resorts of the country. 
These tickets apply also to local points on 
Sundays during the summer, a cheap rate 
being allowed to those who wish to run 
out of town to spend Sunday at some 
neighboring resort. 

Usually the summer tourist rates go into 
effect about the middle of May. 

With so many important subjects to be 
taken up at the approaching meeting of 
the passenger committee, it ig easy to see 
that there is great interest in the work and 
the prediction is safe that this will be one 
of the most largely attended meetings the 
passenger rate committee of the associat- 
ed roads of the south have held for a long 
tame. 

The rate committee is made up of the 
gereral passenger agents of all the roads 
that are members of the association and 
ranks next to the executive committee, 
which is composed of the traffic managers 
of the roads that are members. 


RUMORS OF PASSENGER RATE WARS 


Queen and Crescent Likely To Slash 
im Every Chance It Gets. 

There has been considerable consterna- 
tion among the local passenger selicitors as 
to the rumored cut in the rate to the con- 
federate veterans’ encampment in Houston, 
Tex., west of Birmingham. 

Dispatches from Birmingham state that 
some road has made 4 cut against the reg- 
ular schedule of rates to the Houston con- 
vention by the Southern Statés Passenger 
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It is further sajd that it is the determina.- 
tion of the Queen and Crescent folks to 
stab the association of passenger lines 
every chance it can get and that a gen- 
eral and promiscusus rate war will re- 
sult. 

“There ig no hope for substantial rates 
in the southern territory until the Sea- 
board is got baek in harness,” said a 
passenger solicitor many years i@ the busi- 
ness yesterday, 

“There is no substantial rate now be- 
tween Atlanta and the east. The Sea- 
board’s cut caused the Southern to make 
a cut, too, though the Southern has never 
put that rate forward in published form. 
The Southern is practically meeting the 
rate of the Seaboard every day whether 
publicly or privately.” 

Whatever truth there may be in this 
statement it certainly seems that the 
ground is shaky in this region of the south 
just at present with respect to passenger 
rates. 

The Queen and Crescent has boldly de- 
clined to enter the new passenger associa- 
tion. The Louisville and Nashville’ is cnly 
in it with a part of its lines and the lili- 
nois Central, the Mobile and Ohio, the. 
Memphis and Charleston and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis are all 
left out of the new organization. 

It is no uncommon prediction to hear lo-# 
cal passenger men gay that a general pas- 
senger rate war is sure to be the grand 
finale of all this dissension. They say 
that with the increased activity in pas- 
senger traffic brought on by the gradual 
approach of the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition this dissension will 
grow ail the more dangerous and Will final- 
ly wind up in a taking off of the bridle and 
a free-for-all fight. 

Soon the Ocean Steamship line with its 
atinactive summer trip to New York over 
the waters will feel the weight of the Sea- 
board’s cut rates, it is argued, by local 
passenger men. Then it may take a hand 
in the cut, acting with the Central rail- 
road, its connecting rail line at Savannah. 
This will add new interest to the situa- 
tion. 

The most conservative railroad men in 
Atlanta, after cautiously surveying the 
field, say they cannot reasonably predict 
any speedy restoration of narmony among 
the passenger lines. 


THE RAILWAY CLUB MEETS. 


There Was an Interesting Session of 
the Southeastern Club Yesterday. 


A most interesting and largely attended 
meeting of the Southeastern Railway Club 
was held at the Kimball house yester- 
day. 

‘This club is composed of prominent track- 
men from all the railroads in this section 
of the south, They hold quarterly meet- 
ings for the purpose of getting together 
and studying the methods keeping in good 
cord:tion the tracks of the Jines they rep- 
resent. They have papers and discourses 
from the various members on all matters 
pertaining to the maintenance of way and 
repair of the track. 

The session yesterday was a very inter- 
esting one. The club was never in a more 
presperous condition. 


HEAVIER RAILS. 


The Louisville and Nashville Is Im- 
proving Its Roadbed. 

Birmingham, Ala,, April 18 —(Special.)— 
The Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company is making extensive repairs along 
the road in the way of ballasting and lay- 
ing heavier rails. The Constitution a few 
days ago gave an account of the ballast 
and chert being taken out of the aistrict 
for the purpose of fixing up the road, 
While the ballasting is going on. heavier 
steel rails are being placed along the line. 

The south and north division, which runs 
from Decatur to Montgomery, will have 
twenty-seven miles of heavier steel rails 
laid. The new rails being laid are seventy 
pounds to the°yard. 

The Mobile and Montgomery division will 
also get twenty-seven miles of new and 
heavier rails, the work to begin about 
three miles south of Montgomery. 

As soon as this work is completed it will 
make one of the most solid roads in the 
south, and will allow trains to run ut al- 
most lightning speed over it with safety, 


Temporary Receiver Appointed, 

Montgomery, Ala., April 18.—(Special.)— 
Judge Bruce, of the United States court, 
today appointed ex-Chgneellor Charles 
Turner, of Birmingham, temporary receiver 
of the Tennessee and Coosa extension of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railroad Company. The application was 
made by Danforth & Armstrong, who held 
a judgment of $100,000 against the Tennessee 
and Coosa Railroad Company.

What the Poor Men Pay. 


From The Louisville Courier-Journal. 
Justice Field assumes that the man 
whose income is under $4,000 pays nothing 
for the support of the government. He 
thinks this very unfortunate, for he says 
every citizen should contribute, and that 
if he contributes the smallest mite to the 
support of the government he will have a 
greater regard fer the government than 
if he contributed nothing. This solicitude 
for the man who pays nothing to the 
government is quite superfluous, There is 
no such man unless he is a pauper. A man 
who expends income to the amount of 
$4,000 usually contributes much more than 
2 per cent.of dt to .the support. of. the 
government. A Jarge part of what he pur- 
chases is charged with 40, 50 or 60 per cent 
taxes. On alcohol and its preparations he 
pays some 600 per cent tax. On tobacco 
he pays also a pretty heavy rate, varying 
according to the quality he consumes. 
Besides, he pays large sums to insure 
profits to domestic producers. While this 
does not go into the treasury the govern- 
@qeént exacts it, so that it standiy on 
nearly the same@ graunids. In effect the 
government takes it from him and gives 
it to others. Justice Field will look a long 
time for a man Who despises the govern- 
ment because it does not take a large 
enough part of his income, but if there 
is any one to whom this would be appll- 
cable it is the man with millions who 
pays more to support the government than 
the man with only’ hundreds.
